HONGKONG, Nov. 22.—A rufnor of the 
death of Tao-Mu, Viceroy of Kwang-Tung 
and Kwang-Si, is denied. 
It is now said that the Viceroy has re- 
signed owing to the refusal of the Empress 


Dowager to allow him to grant a gonces- 
sion for Honam Island (opposite Canton) 
to certain foreigners, presumably on appli- 
eation made by the American, German, 
French, and Japanese Consuls. 

The court telegraphing to the Viceroy in 
reply to his request to be allowed to grant 
this concession said: 

‘Defend the boundaries; those are your 
orders.’

FATAL RIOTING IN ATHENS. 





Seven Persons Killed—Shots Fired at 
the Premier—The Metropolitan 
Resigns Office. 

ATHENS, Nov. 21.—The rioting resulting 
from the agitation against the proposal to 
translate the Gospels into modern Greek 
was continued to-day. Seven persons were 
| killed, thirty were severely injured, and 

| many others were slightly injured. 

Great excitement prevails to-night. It is 
feared that there will be a renewal of the 
disturbances to-morrow. A force of 800 
marines has been landed to maintain order, 
and strong military detachments are guard- 
ing the palace and the residence of the 
Premier, It is rumored that armed men 
have arrived at the university, but the 

| building is still guarded by the students, 
who are adopting military discipline. 

Twenty thousand persons assembled _to- 
day around the ruins of the Temple of Jupi- 
ter Olympus and took part in a demon- 
stration organized by the students. A reso- 


lution. was passed calling on the Holy 
Synod to excommunicate any persons who 
translated the Gospels into Greek as now 
spoken. After the meeting serious col- 
lisions occurred between the troops and 
the demonstrators. 

In the course of the demonstrations sev- 
eral shots were fired at M. Theotokis, the 
Premier, but without effect. 

Heartrending scenes occurred when the 
bodies of the dead were handed over to 
their relatives. 

Opposition Deputies paraded the streets 
during the day, exciting the rioters by vio- 
lent language. There were no further dis- 
turbances in the evening, 

Among those slightly injured are the 
Prefect of Police of Athens and the Pre- 
fect of Attica. 

As a result of to-day’s demonstrations the 
Metropolitan has resigned office.

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RELIEF AT HAND FOR | 
THE TUNNEL NUISANCE 


Mr. Wheeler Says the Company 
Must Substitute Electricity. 


Work Must Begin in Thirty Days or a 
Mandamus May Be Obtained—Vast 
Rapid Transit Scheme Outlined. 


Everett P. Wheeler, at his home, 731 
Park Avenue, last night expressed the be- 
lief that at last the property owners along 
the New York Central Railroad tunnel, 
from, Forty-second Street to the Harlem 
River, have the prospect of freedom from 
the noise and smoke nuisance of passing 

; trains. He said that it is a certainty that 
! the railroad officers will have to substitute 
electricity, the motive power which the 

Municipal Assembly will demand for 

steam in the tunnel. 

Mr. Wheeler said to a reporter of THE 

NEw YORK TIMEs: 

“After consultation with eminent engi- 
neers and electricians I am absolutely 
satisfied that it is feasible to make 
through connections between the local 
trains of the New York Central system 
and the subway, which is under rapid 
course of building. It would not be difficult 
to equip with electricity cars that would 
carry the passengers to the end of the sub- 
way system from Stamford, Whité Plains, 
and Yonkers. It would 'not be awkward for 
the New York Central to equip all its local 

traffic with electricity, There would then 

be no need of a change of power in land- 

ing: the passengers at the down town sta- 
tions. 

“The Grand Central Depot would. con- 
tinue to be used for the trunk-line business, 
and all baggage could be sent there, so 
that it would continue to be the central 
distributing point. This would involve mak- 
ing a sub-station under the carshed east 
of the main building—a sort of Subterran- 
ean story. It is not a difficult engineering 


feat at all. The shed is of steel and not of 
masonry. It could continue to be used 
while the subterranean station was being 
excavated, 

“The middle tunnel would continue to be 
used by the New York Centra} for its ex- 
press trains with steam engines. The real 
nuisance is in the side tunnels. Electricity 
will have to be used there. But I think the 
“time will come when every train coming 
into New York City will stop at the Har- 
lem River to be drawn into the city by 

! electricity. 

“The substitution of electricity for the 
local traff'c will, I am sure, lead to its 
use on the whole New York Central sys- 
em. 

‘“‘T am very clear as to the matter of law 
that the company is subject to the direc- 
tion of the Municipal Assembly in regard 
to the motive power in the tunnel. The 
road was granted authority to build the 
tunnel by the agreement with the city in 
1882. Section 2 of that agreement reads, in 
part: 

“*And be it further ordained that if at 

any time after the consti ction sf the 
aforesaid railways it shall appear to, the 
Mayor, Aldermen, and Commonalty of ‘the 
City of New York that the said railways 
shall ‘constitute an obstruction or impedi- 
ment to the future regulation of thé city 
or the ordinary use of any street or Ye ue, 
(of which the Mayor, Aldermen, and’ Com- 
monalty shall be the sole judges,) the rail- 
road company or the Dipecters thereof shall 
provide a remedy, satisfactory to the said 
Mayor, Aldermen, and Commonalty,’ &c. 
_ ‘Then, in regard to the motive power, it 
is agreed in Section 3: ‘That the right of 
regulating the description of power to be 
used in propelling carriages on or along 
said railways, and the speed of the suine, 
as well as all other power reserved to. the 
said Mayor, Aldermen, and Commonalty, by 
the act of incorporation of the said com- 
pany, or any part thereof, be, and the same 
are hereby, expressly retained and re- 
served.’ 

‘Regarding the requirement of the Board 
; of Health, so far as changes in construc- 
; tion of the tunnel are concerned, I do not 
; believe the board has the legal power. 
| That was fixed by legislative authority. 
Regarding the sewerage. the board has the 
right to demand sanitation. Ido not be- 
lieve that it would, however, benefit the 
passengers to have steel supports rather 
than the brick arches. 
| “The change to electric power, which 
| can be ordered by the Municipal Assembly, 
| is really rather a simple matter in a scien- 
| tific and practical sense. It will prove a 

benefit to the company, and when it is 
done e Directors will wonder why they 
did not do it before. 
for electric roads, and after my conferences 
with experts, I feel that we can demon- 
strate not only that it must, but that the 
change ought to be made by the company. 
‘There is a matter of precedent to which 
attention has not been called. The Com- 
mon Council of New York has exercised 
its power in regard to the tunnel before. 
This was at about the beginning of the 
civil war, when the Gouncil prohibited :the 
use of steam below Forty-second Street. 
This was brought about by a petition of 
the owners of property along the road, 
which then went to Twenty-sixth Street. 
“With steam locomotion prohibited, the 
cars were drawn into the city from the 
country, then Forty-second Street, by 
horses to the station at Twenty-sixth and 
Twenty-seventh Streets, where the Madi- 
son Square Garden now stands. Com- 
paratively, it would not seem difficult to 
substitute electricity to bring in the cars 
from Harlem to Forty-second Street. 

“The change can be easily made in two 
years. The elevated railroad will have 
made its substitution of electricity in two 
vears after it has begun work, and we will. 
T believe, have completed the vast work of 
the subway within two years. The New York 
Central is rich and conservative. It found 
its past obedience to the terms of the 
agreement with the city a benefit. and this 
coming obedience will prove equally bene- 
ficial. Work must be begun within thirty 
days, and if it is not. the city can comne\ 
the road through a mandamus of the Su- 
preme Court. 


THREE SALOONS ‘BURNED. 


Pleasantville Residents Think They 
Were Set on Fire by Opponents 
of Liquor Traffic. 
Special to The New York Times. 


PLEASANTVILLE, N. Y., Nov. 21.— 
Residents of this place are very much agi- 
tated over three fires which have occurred 
in saloons here within the last’ year, and 
many believe that there is a conspiracy 
among opponents of the liquor trade to de- 
stroy the traffic by incendiarism. This 
belief is due to all the fires having started 
in the dead of night, in the lower parts of 
the buildings, long after the saloons had 
closed. ‘This, it is believed, could be due 
te no other cause than firebugs. 

The last of the fires was at 8 o'clock 
Wednesday morning in the saloon of George 
Douglass, on Marble Avenue. As in ail 
the other cases, the proprietor and his 
} family were sound asleep at the time and 
i escaped from the rapidly burning building 

with the greatest difficulty. In fact, the 

Douglasses might have perished had it not 

been that the fire was discovered almost 

at the start by a ro geen who had risen 
from his bed to call a physician in an 
urgent case. 

tre Fire Department was slow to re- 
spond, and when they arrived with their 
simple apparatus, the building was wrapped 
in flames and all hope of saving it or any 
of its contents was long past. Less than 
six months ago William Arnold's place 
near the railroad station was destroyed 
similarly, and the. series of fires began 
about a year ago with the destruction of 
the saloon of Frederick Muller,-although in 
this case part of the building was saved. 

Two of the burned-out saloonkeepers car- 
ried no insurance whatever, and one had 
only trifling insurance on his property. So 
sure are the saloon men that their property 

has been urpasdy and their lives and 

their families deliberately put in grave 

peril by fanatics, that they will offer a 

reward for information that will lead to 
the detection of the incendiaries.

| A 600-TON WALL TO 
BE SHIFTED INTO PLACE. 


Steel Work Was Found to be Seventeen 
Inches Out of Plumb. 

To shift a dead weight of 1,200,000 pounds 
is not an easy matter even in these days 0 
improved mechanical appliances, as the 
contractors who are doing the lifting of 
that much steel at 6 East Eighteenth Street 
will testify. Few people who pass the 
above address see anything extraordinary 
about’ the half-finished eight-story steel 
building there or imagine that one side of 
it is being shifted bodily. 

Yet that is what the score or more of 
workmen are doing. The actual shifting 
has not been begun yet, but they were be- 
ginning to put a row of enormous jack- 
screws in position yesterday afternoon, and 
the whole job will be finished within ten 
days. 

After the building, which is being erected 
for George A. Heisler, had been nearly 
completed, the westerly wall was found to 
be out of plumb seventeen inches. At first 
the builders didn’t know how the mistake 
had come about, but Investigation brought 
out the following facts; Foundations for 
the columns of the big Corn Building, at 
Fifth Avenue and Eighteenth Street, just 
west of Mr. Heisler’s structure, had been 
laid by means of open caissons. In taking 
the material out of these ‘caissons the ma- 
terial under the Heisler buildings was 
caused to sink by suction, and by the time 
the caissons were emptied the wall of the 
latter structure was leaning well toward 
the avenue. 

This was about two months ago. Opera- 
tions on the Heisler building were stopped 
as soon as the fault was discovered, and 
the builders began to cast around for a so- 


lution of their difficulty and a means for 
straightening the leaning wall. Finally the 
perry & Tench Company, one of the con- 
tracting firms that is doing work on the 
rapid transit subway, agreed to take a con- 
tract to straighten the wall. 

All the steel had been put into the build- 
ing for the full eight stories, and the brick 
of every wall, except the front one, was 
also in place. The contract provided for the 
taking to pieces such portions of the brick 
as must come down, and then the lifting of 
the steel without disjoining any of it. The 
contractors were also to see that the foun- 
dations were made firm under the shifted 
wall. It was estimated that the weight, to 

| be shifted, after the brick was taken dut, 
} would be 600 tons, or 1,200,000 pounds. 

A start on the job- was made nearly 
three weeks ago. First’ temporary. shoring 
was put in to support the east wall, which 
would necessarily be weakened by the with- 
drawal of a pftion of the west one’s 
strength. Then the sections of, brick and 
terra Cotte in the latter were numbered, 
after which they were torm down and piled, 
according to the numbers, in the farther 
end of the building, toward Seventeenth 
Street. 

When they have finished ps | the jack- 
screws in place, the shifting will be done— 
very gradually, It will be done so slow?y 
that several days wil] be needed to elevate 
thé great mass, On if is plumb, the de- 
tached brick and terra cotta will be re- 
placed in the sate relative position they 
ocaupied before, the numbers on each sec- 
tion gufding the builders.

THE NEW CUSTOM HOUSE 


Controller of the Treasury Gives 
an Important Decision. 


Appropriation Already Made Must Not 
Be Expended Without Completing 
the Building—More Money 
Needed. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—The Controller 
of the Treasury has rendered a decision 
on a question Submitted to him by Secre- 
tary Gage, involving the erection of a new 
Custom House in New York. In his com- 
munication to the Controller, Secretary 
Gage said that Congress on March 2, 1899, 
authorized the erection of a building for a 
Custom House at New York, at a cost of 
not to exceed $3,000,000, exclusive of the 
cost of the site. An architect for the build- 
ing has been selected said Mr. Gage, and 
eight bids for its erection were received, 
ranging in amounts up to $3,000,000. 

The department finds, says Mr. Gage, 
that the building cannot be completed 
within the prescribed limit, and if the low- 
est proposal be accepted it will necessitate 
an additional appropriation of $1,000,000 to 
provide for the work, including interior 
finishing, mechanical plant, heating, light- 
ing, and plumbing systems, &c., which 
work was not included in the specifications 
and bids. 

The Secretary asked for a_ decision 
‘‘whether the Treasury Department can 
legally enter into contracts to carry for- 
ward the work in connection with the erect- 
ing of the New York Custom House as far 
as the appropriations of Congress will per- 
mit, leaving the completion of the building 
to be provided for by such further legisla- 
tion as Congress may see fit to enact.” 
The Controller's decision is in part as fol- 
lows: 

“These terms (act of Congress March 
1899): required the erection of a building 
complete in all particulars that are neces- 
sary and appropriate to the purposes speci- 
fied. 4 do not mean by this language that 
the act required the inclusion of every 
particular item, which might be deemed 
appropriate to such building without re- 
gard to cost, but only within the limit of 
cost. Nor do I mean that the act d@ 
scribes with definiteness any of these par- 
ticulars. On the contrary, it leaves a large 
scope for the exercise of discretion, and 
this discretion may no doubt be exercised 
with a constant view to such limitation of 
cost. I mean only that, in my opinion, it 
required the erection of a building which 
is-complete of its kind, not a partially con- 
structed or incomplete building, according 
to the design adopted. I am also of opin- 
ion that, by necessary implication, the 
provision quoted supra, prohibits the ex- 
penditure of the whole amount appropriat- 
ed for the erection of an incomplete build- 
ing in the sense indicated. 

“*T have the honor, therefore, to advise 
you that you are not authorized by law to 
enter into contracts which will require the 
expenditure of the whole amount provided 
for to carry forward the work in a man- 
ner which will result in an incomplete 
building and require an incredse in the 
limitation of  cost.’’

Doctors Announce that Vaccine Virus 
Had No Tetanus Germs, 
CAMDEN, N. J., Nov. 21.—The tests of 
smallpox vaccine being conducted on white 
rats at Cooper Hospital appear to show 
that none of that used in this city con- 


tained the germs of tetanus, The time limit 
for the development of symptoms expired 
at noon to-day, and not one of the rats 
shows the slightest sign of developing the 
disease, 

Drs. Ross and Fretz this afternoon au- 
thorized the statement that the many 
deaths from tetanus were caused either 
by the wounds being innoculated with the 
germs of tetanus after the vaccination, or 
by lack of care or failure to treat the 
operated section of the body antiseptically. 
Catching cold in the sore may also have 
developed the fatal results, they say.

CONGRESSMAN MULLER 
“HAS RESIGNED. 


Democratic Leader in Richmond Bor- 
ough in Ill-Health—Some Talk: of 
Perry Belmont as His Successor. 
Congressman Nicholas Muller of the Bor- 
ough of Richmond has resigned as a mem- 
ber of the House of Representatives and a 
special election will have to be held to elect 
a suecessor. Congressman Muller is the 
Democratic leader of the Borough of Rich- 
mond, and was a candidate for President 
of the Borough at the last election. Mr. 
Muller was defeated by the Fusion candi- 

date, President George Cremwell. 

Nicholas Muller, Jr., said to a NEW YORK 
TIMES reporter yast evening: 

“It is true that my father’s resignation 
was sent to the Secretary of State yester- 
day or to-day. The only reason for his giv- 
ing up his place as a Representative is ill- 
health. He is now sick in his room, and 
he cannot give time and attention to 
political matters. I am not a candidate for 
the place made vacant by the resignation 
of my father, and I do nut know who will 
be nominated.” 

Congressman Muller represents the Sev- 


enth Congressional District, which is made 
up of the County of Richmond and all the 
First and parts of the Second and Third 
Assembly Districts of New York. The dis- 
trict is normally Democratic on account of 
the large Tammany vote cagt in the dis- 
tricts in the lower part of New York, of 
which Police Commissioner Michael C. 
Murphy is the leader. 

There was talk at the Democratic Club 
last evening that Perry Belmont might be 
named as the Democratic candidate to suc- 
ceed Mr. Muller, Richard Croker refused 
to talk about the matter. John F. Car- 
roll said that he had not heard of the 
resignation of Congressman Muller, and 
that no action had been taken in any way 
by the Tammany organization on the mat- 
ter. Mr. Carroll remarked that if Perry 
Belmont was nominated and elected there 
would be two Congressmen from the State of 
NewYork in the: Beimont family, as O. H. 
P. Belmont is now a Congressman. Con- 
erqueman Muller’s term expires on March 
4, 1903. 


GOV. STONE REMOVES - 
PITTSBURG’S RECORDER. 


J. O. Brown Appointed to Succeed A. M. 
Brown. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., Nov. 21.—Gov. 
Stone removed Recorder, A. M. Brown of 
Pittsburg to-day and appointed in his place 
ex-Director of Public Safety J. O. Brown. 
The Secdnd-Class City Charter bill, passed 
by the last Legislature and known as the 
‘Pittsburg Rippér bill,’’ struck out the 
office of Mayor and gave the Governor 
power to appoint a Recorder who would 
be the chief executive officer of the city. 

In a lengthy statement issued to-night, 
addressed to the people of Pittsburg, the 
Governor gives his reasons for making the 
change. He says that he appointed Re- 
corder A. M. Brown, who was under no 
political obligations to any party or fac- 
tion; that Mr. Brown removed a large 
number of ‘officeholders against his own 
protest, and that in order to prevent fur- 
ther removals there is nothing for him to 
do but to replace the present Recorder 
with a man who will not remove capable 
and efficient men for political reasons. 

The Governor denies that he has secured 
promises that he shall sueceed Senator 
Quay or that he has received the pledges 
of certain persons to support him for 
United States Senator. 

A messenger from the Executive Depart- 
ment left Harrisburg this afternoon for 
Pittsburg with a letter to Recorder Brown, 


formally notifying him of his removal and 
advising him of the appointment of J. O. 
Brown. The new Recorder is a political 
lieutenant of State Senator William Flinn, 
former leader of the anti-Quay Republican 
organization in Pennsylvania, and is Chair- 
man of the Pittsburg Republican City Com- 
mittee. He was dismissed recently from 
the office of Director of Public Safety, and 
Senator Flinn has since been working to 
secure his appointment as Recorder in place 
of A. M. Brown. 

Thomas S. Bigelow of Pittsburg, a friend 
of Senator Quay, was in Harrisburg to-day 
to prevail upon the Governor not to remove 
Recorder Brown, but the Governor did not 
see him. Attorney General Elkin said to- 
night that he did not approve of Recorder 
Brown’s removal, and that the Governor 
had assumed the responsibility and acted 
in the matter on his own judgment. Mr. 
Elkin declined to discuss a rumor that he 
would resign from Gov. Stone’s Cabinet. 

Senator Flinn and his friends supported 
the regular Republican State ticket in the 
recent campaign and have for some time 
co-operated with the political adherents of 
Gov. Stone in Allegheny County. 


He Will Not Serve Under J. 0. Brown.

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NEW HAVEN STRIKE NO 
NEARER SETTLEMENT 


Men Held a Futile Conference with 
Superintendent Platt. 





Over a Hundred Workers from the West 
Reached Here to Take Strikers’ 
Places—Men to Meet To-day.

The strike of the yardmen employed by 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad Company was not settled yester- 
day. A committee of the strikers met C. H. 
Piatt, General Superintendent of the Con- 
solidated, at the Willis Avenue office of 
the company, and renewed the demand, 
as a basis of settlement, for the resigna- 
tion of Superintendent Wardrop, Assistant 
General* Yardmaster Smith, and Detective 
O'Brien. This was refused promptly, and 
the conference ended. No meeting was held 
by the strikers last night, but one was ar- 
ranged for at 11 A. M. to-day at Weber’s 
Hall, in Willis Avenue. 

The railroad company said last night that 
during the day it had made substantial 
gains, and would have a large force of 
yardmen to operate in the Harlem River, 
Van Nest, Oak Point,, and Westchester 
yards to-day. The strikers admitted that 
they had gained no adherents. since 
Wednesday, but claimed that they had tied 
up the yards and business of the Consoli- 
dated not only here, but at New Haven, 
Cedar Hill, Bridgeport, Stamford, and Fish- 
kill-on-the-Hudson. The Willis Avenue of- 
fices of the company were last night 
equipped as for a siege with a well-ap- 
pointed commissariat with palace car wait- 
ers to attend to the wants of Superinten- 
dent Platt, his staff, the clerical force, and 
employes. A slight accident resulting in the 


ditching of two freight cars, and due, the 
strikers asserted, to ‘“‘ green” hands, oc- 
curred in the Oak Point yard. 

One event of the day was the arrival in 
the early morning from Syracuse of Val 
Fitzpatrick of Cleveland, who is Third 
Vice Grand Master of the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen. Mr. Fitzpatrick made 
the Grand Union Hotel his headquarters, 
but went to Weber’s Hall and conferred 
with the strikers, and Leonard Ames, 
First Vice Grand Master of the Switch- 
men's Union. As the hall at Weber's was 
too small for Mr. Fitzpatrick to address 
more than half the strikers, the Metropolis 
Theatre, near by, was selected as a meet- 
ing place, and there was a conference 
and a meeting of Empire City Lodge, No. 
197, of the Brotherhood of Railroad Train- 
men, and of the local Switchmen’s Union. 
Mr. Fitzpatrick, after the meeting would 
not make his views of the action of the 
yardmen on Tuesday plain, but he assert- 
ed that he had been wrongfully quoted as 
Saying that they struck wrongfully and 
ought to go back to work. 

“It would,” he added, ‘‘ be impolitic just 
now for me to express my opinions or to 
say what passed at the meeting. The going 
on strike was perhaps injudicious. It was 
certainly hasty. I hope an amicable settle- 
ment may be reached, as the strike does 
not appear to be too well organized. As 
to the company, it seems to me that it is 
holding the door open and has not aggra- 
vated the situation in any way. Grand 
Master Morrissey is at Cleveland. I am 
advising. him of the progress of officers 
and if matters cannot be settled I shali 
wire him to come on.” 

From the Metropolis Theatre Mr. Fitz- 

atrick went with the strikers to Weber's 
Hall, and after a long discussion a meet- 
ing of the strikers was organized by Chair- 
man Ames, and apparently Mr. Fitz- 
patrick’s advice was disregarded. At any 
rate Superintendent Platt was communi- 
cated with by telephone and asked if he 
would receive a committee from the strik- 
ers and confer with them with a view to 
settling differences. Mr. Platt replied that 
he was willing to receive a committee, and 
the following were appointed: John Painter, 
Chairman; Daniel Mullins, John Hampton, 
Charles Buller, and William Rolf. The 
committee was received by Superintendent 
Platt in Superintendent Wardrop’s office 
at 3:10 P. M., and the conference lasted 
until 4:15 P. M., when the committeemen 
left in ill humor. They admitted, however, 
that Mr. Platt had treated them cour- 
teously. 


CONFERENCE WAS USELESS. 


‘““Nothing has been accomplished,” said 
Mr. Platt after the committee went away. 
‘““Matters are as they were on Tuesday 
night so far as a settlement of the strike 
is concerned. The committee renewed its 
demand that we discharge Superintend- 
ent Wardrop, Yardmaster Smith, and De- 


tective O’Brien. This we refused to do 
unless after. specific complaints against 
them had been made and investigated we 
should find such action advisable. 

“The negotiations cannot be called at an 
end, as the men’ are regarded as having 
gone back to consult their fellows or their 
organization. I have been here since yes- 
terday morning. and will remain here until 
some solution is reached. Our position has 
greatly improved. We have within our 
reach at this moment, held in the yard 
and ready to work, sixty men, each of 
them as experienced as any of those that 
went out. The freight situation is prac- 
tically what it was yesterday. Vice Presi- 
dent Merrill and General Manager Chan, 
berlain, who were in New York yesterday, 
went east this morning, and I know now 
of no necessity for the presence of them or 
any of the superior officers of the com- 
pany here.” 

The committee returned to Carter’s Hall 
and made a report on the conference be- 
hind closed doors. ‘Messrs. Fitzpatrick and 
Ames shortly after went away and could 
not discuss the situation. 

One of the committeemen said that the 
committee was an Ames committee, and 
that Mr, Fitzpatrick had nothing to-do 
with its selection nor with the instructions 
it received. It was not a Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen committee, but one of 
the yardmen, who went out on strike un- 
affiliated so far as representation went 
with any labor body. 

“The strike,”’ he added, ‘‘is a question 
of manhood, not of wages, an more 
against Superintendent Wardrop than Yard- 
master Smith or Detective O’Brien. War- 
drop has no use for the old men, and aims 
at squeezing more work out of the men 
than is just, and this in a yard whose rep- 
utation for dealing with business is known 
all over the United States. He wants ta 
fill the yard with younger men. 


STRIKERS WILL KEEP THE PEACE. 


“There need be no fear of violence. 
There’s no murder in our crowd, and our 
men have agreed to keep away from the 
yards. We meet at Weber's at 11 o'clock 
to-morrow morning. What will be done 
then I can't say.”’ 

At dusk a caterer’s wagon droye up to 
the Willis Avenue office of the railroad 


company, and all sorts of eatables and 
drinkables and table ware were taken from 
it to a room which will be used'‘a refectory. 
A number of colored parlor-car waiters 
from the restaurant service of the road 
were detailed to this commissariat service, 
Efforts to arbitrate the strike will be 
made to-day by John Lundigan, Deputy 
State Labor Commissioner, and Deputy

All 
perishable treight coming in when the 
strike began was rushed through at once, 
and since then perishable goods have been 
shifted to other lines. The Colonial Ex- 
press has run on schedule time except that 
there was a slight delay to the early morn- 
ing train of yesterday, but this, it was

STRIKE CRIPPLES BUSINESS. 


Arrangements Made at New Haven to 
Put on New Men—Bridgeport 
Merchants Alarmed. 

Special to The New York Times, 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 21.—President 
John M. Hall of the New York and New 
Haven Road said at midnight: 

“We have been unable to come to an 
agreement between the road and the men 
who went out on sympathetic strike with 
the Mott Haven strikers in this city early 
this morning. The men held a meeting to- 
night and it was believed that there would 
be a settlement of the trouble in the New 
Haven yards, but they could come to no 
agreement. As a result we wili put men 
on in their places in the New Haven freight 
yards to-morrow morning, and I think we 
will move trains from here. We have be- 
tween 75 and 100 men at work at Harlem 
River to take the places of the strikers 
there, and we will have more to-morrow. 
One train was started from Harlem River 
this evening for this city and more will be 
moving to-morrow, in my opinion. The 
men in New Haven really have no basis 
for their action in leaving their places.”’ 

There are about 200 men employed in the 
freight yards in this city. Soon after 3 
o'clock this morning the force of switch- 
men and yardmen quit work. The company 
had not the slightest hint that there was 


any dissatisfaction locally or that the men 
intended to even sympathetically strike. 
Since that hour not a freight train has 
left New Haven, and freight yards here are 
choked with cars loaded with freight, some 
of it perishable. An emergency crew of 
switehmen and yardmen moved a train of 
thirty loaded cars late this afternoon from 
one of the yards in this city to Bell Dock, 
where the freight was taken on the New 
York boat of the New Haven Road for 
shipment to New York. 

. To-day when the New Haven Road offi- 
cials learned that there was trouble at this 
freight terminal there was an immediate 
conference between President Hall, Gen- 
eral Manager Chamberlain, and Vice Pres- 
ident Merrill. They were ready to receive 
any grievance petition from the New Hav- 
en strikers, but none was submitted. 

During the afternoon the strikers held a 
meeting that was largely attended, and a 
committee was appointed to confer with 
President Hall and General Manager Cham- 
berlain. This committee submitted griev- 
ances, but the character of them would not 
be disclosed by either the railroad officials 
or the strikers. 

President Hall told the committee that 
the grievances would be considered after 
the men had returned to their work, and 
not while they were engaged in a strike.

No Attempt to Oust the Liberals 
Has Been Made as Yet. 


Traffic Across the Isthmus Is Not In- 
terfered With—Panama Still Awaits 
an Attack—This Country's Ves- 
sels Continue on Watch. 


COLON, Colombia, Nov. 21.—Colon was 
perfectly quiet all yesterday and last night. 
Foreigners are being protected and transit 
across the Isthmus is uninterrupted. The 
Post Office, Prefecture, all the other Gov- 
ernment offices, and nearly all the com- 
mercial houses are closed. 

The following provisional appointments 
were made to-day by Col. Barrera, com- 
mander of the Liberals: Sefior Espriella, 
Who is counsel for the Panama Railroad, 
Prefect; Dr. Valverde, Mayor; Dr, Franco, 
Postmaster, and Sefior Silva, Captain of the 
Port. Other minor offices were also filled. 

The Treasury safe was opened this aft- 
ernoon in the presence of witnesses. It 
was found to contain 1,080 Colombian dol- 
lars, equivalent to $450 in gold. The former 
Postmaster also handed over to the Lib- 
erals the cash and the postage stamps 
in his possession. The municipal offices 
will probably be opened by their new hold- 
ers to-morrow. 

It is said the United States gunboat 
Marietta, which sailed from Key West 
for Colon on Nov. 18, has been signaled. 

Barrera admits the Government troops 
here numbered less than 120 men. It was 
at first reported that twelve or more men 
had been killed and thet about thirty had 
been wounded, but more dead bodies have 
since been discovered. The Inspector of 
Customs escaped on an outgoing steamer, 
and several prisoners who were captured 
by the Liberals have since been releaged. 

Gen. Zaldana commands 200 Liberals at 
the Gatun railroad station, about six miles 
from here. The Liberals claim to be in 
possession of all the stations between Colon 


and Las Cascadas, which is nearer to Pana- 
ma than to this town. 

Both sides used Remingtons and Mausers. 
The former caused more deaths, and a Lib- 
eral Lieutenant who was shot in the neck 
with a Mauser bullet is reported to be 
doing well. 

No immediate attack on Panama is con- 
templated. Col. Barrera is awaiting the ar- 
rival of the Liberal Chief, Domingo Diaz, 
in a day or two. When he reaches this oity, 
eae will be formulated. 

Gen. Patino, who first commanded the 
Liberal force which captured Colon, and 
who was killed in the initial skirmish on 
the outskirts, is said to have intended to 
capture the Colombian gunboat General 
Pinzon in person, and it is reported that 
he was drowned in an effort to reach her 
in a boat, which capsized. Barrera denies 
this, buc there is no doubt that the capture 
of the General Pinzon was contemplated. 
The boat, as cabled yomereay, succeeded in 
putting to sea on Tuesday night, having 
on board Seftor Paredes, Mayor of Colon, 
and was believed to have headed for 
Carthagena. 

The United States gunboat Machias, it 
is understood, will not interfere with any 
of the fighting, but will protect the rail- 
road and foreign interests, 

A few armed Liberal troops left Colon 
by train this morning for Gatun. 

Government forces at Panama, under 
command of Gen. Lerria, are still busy 
crocting breastworks in the vicinity of 
the railroad property, in the direction of 
which the Liberal attack is expected. The 
Mayor of Panama started in a launch be- 
longing to the canal ¢ompany yepterday 
morning to report the state of affairs to 
Gen, Alban. ince the Mayor's return to 
Panama it has become rumored that he 
found the General at Chorrera, and that 
the latter decided to take his forces back 
to Panama by land and reinforce the gar- 
rison there. 

Certain sources of information have it 
that the canal ee largest launch 
was loaned to the Government last Sun- 
day to convey Gen. Alban and troops tow- 
ards Chorrera, and that it was sunk on 
Tuesday near Taboga. The political pris- 
oners at Panama have been removed from 
their usual jail to a safer place of con- 
finement at the further end of the town. 

United States Consul General Hezekiah 

A. Gudger, Capt. Perry of the battleship 
Iowa, and the Secretaries of the Gov- 
ernment held a conference at Panama yes- 
terday. The latter claimed that the con- 
ductors of the train should not have al- 
lowed armed Liberals to embark on the 
train at Las Cascadas. Capt. Perry re- 
lied that the Government should protect 
ree transit on the Isthmus and ought to 
have prevented the embarkation of the 
Liberals. Subsequently, a letter was sent 
to the Colombian authorities by the Amer- 
ican officials with reference to future 
action, It is not improbable that the 
Iowa will shortly land a force to protect 
transit. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—Save for the 
two reassuring dispatches from Consul 
General Gudger at Panama and Capt. 
Perry of the lowa, neither the State nor the 
Navy Department received any advices to- 
day concerning the situation on the Isth- 
mus. Great interest is felt in official cir- 
cles here as to the outcome of the Chorrera 
expedition, for it is realized that the result 
of the engagement at that point will be de- 
cisive in giving either the Conservative or 
the Liberal element control. 

Secretary Long has not sent any addi- 
tional instructions to the commanders of 
the Iowa and the Machias, believing that 
too full directions oftimes hamper instead 
of facilitate action in such a situation as 
now exists on the Isthmus, and preferring 
to trust to the officers’ judgment in suiting 
their actions to the prime purposes of keep- 
ing traffic free and American interests 
fully protected. 

In a few days the gunboat Concord will 
have reached Panama to relieve the Iowa 
and the Marietta on the Atlantic side will 
be at Colon to take the place of the Ma- 
chias. However, if the present situation 
continues, all four of these vessels will be 
held on the Isthmus pending further devel- 
opments. 


Gen. Diego A. de Castro of the Colombian 
Government forces, who arrived in this 
city several days ago on the steamship Al- 
legheny from vanilla with his secretary, 
Antonio lL, Armente held a conference yes- 
terday with Artura de Brigard, Consul Gen. 
eral from Colombia, at the latter's office, 
17 State Street. The General is here to se- 
cure munitions of war and to prevent, if 
= the shipment of supplies to the 
nsurgents from this and ether ports of the 
United States.

It is 
said that one of his missions is to purchase 
a large vessel, to be fitted up as a war- 
ship, to carry back to Colombia the arms 
and ammunition he purchases.

PARIS, Nov. 21.—Considerable attention

MRS. DALE HELD 
ON MURDER CHARGE 


Faints in Court When the Accusa- 
tion Is Read to Her. 


Waller Detained on Technical Com- 
plaint—Autopsy on Body of the 
Woman’s Child to be 
Held To-day. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Dale, the mother of five- 
year-old Emeline, whose death in Busch's 
Hotel in Hoboken on Tuesday was caused, 
according to Mrs. Dale, by strychnine tab- 
lets which the child mistook for peppermint 
candies, was arraigned before Recorder 
Stanton yesterday and formally accused of 
murder. Upon hearing the charge she 
fainted. 

Elbert Waller, who occupied the room 
next to Mrs. Dale, at Busch’s Hotel, also 
was arraigned, but separately, and held 
as a witness on the technical charge of 
improper conduct, being locked up in de- 
fault of $1,000 bail. 

The affidavit accusing Mrs. Dale of mur- 
der was sworn to by Detective Louis Wein- 
thal, It says that on ‘information and 
belief’”’ on Nov. 19 at 3 o'clock in the 
mogning or thereabout at Busch’'s Hotel, at 
Hudson and Third Streets, she “ willfully 
and with malice aforethought murdered 
one Emeline Dale, aged five years, the 
daughter of said Elizabeth Dale, by feloni- 
ously giving to said child poison, from the 
effects of which the said Emeline Dale did 
languish a short time and then die.” 

Mrs. Dale appeared in the courtroom, 
looking pale and haggard, and escorted be- 
tween two court officers. She was ex- 
tremely nervous, and her mouth twitched 
and her fingers clutched the arm of her 
chair until they grew pink and red. As she 


heard the word ‘‘murder’’ when the com- 
plaint was read, her head fell back and she 
clutched the arm of her lawyer. She 
said that she was ill, called for water, and 
asked that @ physician be sent for. e, 
Kydlicn, who attended the child the night 
she died, was at hand, and he revived the 
woman with a bottle of smelling salts. 
The next moment she swooned into the 
arms of her lawyer, and was again re- 
vived by Dr. Kudlich. 

At this juneture Assistant Prosecutor 
George T. Vickers, who appeared for the 
State, interfered. 

“I find,” said he, “that this defendant 
is in no condition to be remanded to a 
cell. She is suffering from the effects of 
an accident which she met with on an 
ocean voyage, and is under medical treat- 
ment. er counsel ha& suggested to me, 
and I consent, that she be remanded under 
surveillance to some hospital until she shall 
be in a fit condition to face a hearing. 
Still, I would like to hear the medical 
opinion.” 

‘“‘Mrs. Dale is certainly in ne condition 
to be sent to a cell,’”’ said Dr. Kudlich. ‘ 
he was asked her name and occupation. 
She responded in a faint voice, saying in 
reply to the latter question that she had 
no business. She was next asked if she 
had any statement to make. Edward Russ, 
her counsel, said she had nothing to say. 

By aqeaunes’ between the lawyers, she 
was taken to St. Mary’s Hospital, and will 
there be guarded by detectives until her 
health ig restored. 

All this time Waller had been a silent 
spectator of the scene. Mrs. Dale failed 
to see him in the courtroom, but the man 
looked on seemingly unmoved by the pre- 
dicament of the woman. He was arraigned 
and the complaint read by the Clerk. It 
charges him with having lived with Mrs. 

ale at Busch's and Naegeli’s hotels, in 
Hoboken, which is sufficient to hold him 
under the laws of New Jersey, it being ad- 
mitted that he was not at the hotel when 
the child was poisoned.

They complain 
that {t has hampered them. Last night 
Courty Physician Charles B. Converse an- 
nounced that he would make an autopsy 
to-day. He also directed Coroner William 
N. Parslow to hold an inquest. Mr. Par- 
slow said that he would select a jury at 10 
o'clock this morning. The jury will view 
the body and then adjourn. The date for 
the inquest, he said, had not been fixed, 
but it would probably be held on Monday 
night unless Dr. Converse should require 
further delay. This he did not think likely, 
however. 


HOW MRS. DALE’S DOGS DIED. 


Discoveries in Chicago Concerning 
the Woman Accused of Poison- 
ing Her Child.

CHICAGO, Nov. 21.—While Mrs. Hervey 
S. Dale, formerly Elizabeth Howe of New 
York City, was facing Recorder Stanton in 
Hoboken, N. J., to-day under charge of the 
murder of her five-year-old daughter, 
Emeline, interesting matter, perhaps bear- 
ing on the case was gathering in Chicago. 
It was discovered that the _ stryghnine 
tablets, which were the cause of the child’s 
daath, were purchased probably in Chicago 
the night before Mrs. Dale and her friend, 
Elbert Waller, left for the Bast. 

It was learned further that Mrs. Dale and 
Mr. Waller were fond of pet dogs, and had 


three running about the house in which 
they lived at 483 Belden Avenue. Two 
weeks ago one of these dogs died of poison, 
supposed to have been placed in the yard 
by a neighbor, The day Mrs, Dale left for 
the East another died in convulsions, and 
Mrs. Mathilda Miller, who had the third in 
charge, after Mrs. Dale's departure, found 
that it was ailing. 

Mrs. Dale is the faughter of a physician. 
When she returned to Chicago about a year 
ago she lived on Garfield Boulevard and 
thence she moved to Belden Avenue last 
September. 

ven weeks ago she advertised in the 
newspapers for a servant girl, and Mrs. 
Miller, a widow from Oshkosh, Wis., se- 
cured the place. Her life there was easy, 
but she seldom had access to any room but 
the kitchen when Elbert Waller was about. 
Mrs. Miller asked Mrs. Dale who Waller 
was, and she was told that he was a rela- 
tive and was looking about Chicago for the 
best opening in business. 

This story Mrs, Miller believed, and no 
actions of either person led her to change 
her mind, 

Three weeks ago the ceiling of one of 
the rooms, weakened 
water in the flat above, fell and struck 
Mrs. Dale. She went to a physician in 
the neighborhood and wanted treatment, 
but he refused to prescribe. 

She then went to Dr. F. D. Hollenbeck, 
from whom she obtained the first prescrip- 
tion for strychnine. This she took to F 
F. Gillman, a druggist at Belden Avenue 
and North Clark Street, and had it filled. 

The next week the first of her dogs died. 
It was a little terrier and the neighbors 
a fe it was poisoned.

Miller was told~to take the child to the 
drug store, and, while there, to purchase 
sume more strychnine. This Mrs. Miller 
did.

and on learning it Mr. ale sent his 
brother, Russell Dale, to bring back the 
little girl, but the brother arrived too late. 

Mrs. Dale has an income of $200 a month, 
and has traveled much in Europe. There 
she met Elbert Waller at one of the water- 
ing. places in Germany. 

fe claimed to be a man of wealth and 
high position in his native land. Mrs. 
Dale’s health was poor while in Chicago, 
and she told her servants she took strych- 
nine as a tonic. 


THIEF RAN TO POLICE STATION. 


Had Stolen a Watch, but When 1,000 
Persons Chased Him He Be- 
came Frightened. 

While the audiences of the Thalia and 
Windsor Theatres, located on the Bowery 
between Canal and Bayard Streets were 
filing out last night, some one in the Wind- 
sor crowd cried: ‘‘Stop thief!’’ and very 
soon a mob of about 1,000 persons were 
chasing a man down the Bowery. 
man became so frightened at the shouts 
and threats of the crowd that he ran into 
the Elizabeth Street Station House and 
begged Acting Captain Murtha, who was 

standing on the steps, for protection. 

About two hundred persons in the crowd 
filed into the station house after the pris- 
oner, and it was found necessary to get 
eight patrolmen out of bed to remove them. 
They wanted. to have their names taken as 
witnesses. The prisoner gave his name as 
John Massons, and said he was a sales- 
man, twenty-three years old, living at the 
Mills Hotel. The complainant's name is 
Morris Harmansky of 492 Water Street. 

Harmansky said that he had been to the 
Windsor Theatre with his wife, and after 
the, performance was finished, went outside 
the theatre and stood on the curb buttoning 
his coat. The prisoner, Harmansky says, 
snatched his watch and chain and ran 
down the Bowery. Harmansky's vest was 
torn, and all the buttons pulled off. Har- 
mansky gave chase, and the whole crowd 
oeeeng. from the two theatres accompanied 
him. he prisoner, when the crowd got 
close to him, suddenly turned and threw 


the watch and chain into their faces, and 
then ran for the station house.

CHICAGO ACCOUNTS CAUSE 
INSANITY OF AN EXPERT. 


One Co-Laborer Broken in Health and 
‘fa Number Under Treatment.

CHICAGO, Nov. 21.—One man insane, 
one broken in health, and half a dozen 
under a regular course of treatment is the 
price paid for the examination and attempt- 
ed balacing of the tangled accounts of the 
City of Chicago. Men who began the work 
four months ago are suffering from failing 


eyesight, or, worn out from the constant 
strain upon their nerves, are on the verge 
of a collapse. 

The hardest part of the work was com- 
pleted to-day, when the formal report was 
——— to Mayor Harrison, Controller 

eGann, and Alderman Maver, Chairman 
of the Council’s Finance Committee, who 
were designated to receive the finding of 
the experts. The committee conferred over 
the report, listened to some of the expla- 
nations by a representative of the firm of 
accounts, and then adjourned. The geport 
probably will be presented to the Council 
next Monday night. 

A representative of Haskins & Sells, the 
firm in charge of the work, said that one 
of their men had gone insane since the ex- 
amination started, angqther was in a sani- 
—— and several more were under treat- 
ment. 


MRS. SHERWOOD ROBBED. 


When Mrs. E. A. Sherwood reached her 
home, 42 West Thirty-third Street, last 
night, after spending the evening at the 
Horse Show, she found that it had been 
visited by a burglar, who had made him- 
self at home. He had eaten, drunk, and 
smoked. When he left he took about $5,000 
worth of diamonds, jewelry, 
property with him. 

rs. Sherwood found all her servants 
abed and in ignorance of the robbery. 
She discovered the robbery as soon as 
she reached the dining room, where on 
the table was a wine bottle and the re- 
mains of a squab which had been taken 
from the ice box and cleaned to the bones, 
On a mantel was a half-smoked cigar. Mrs. 
Sherweod hurried upstairs, and found her 
own recom in disorder, the contents of a 
chiffonier having been scattered about the 
room. 

After arousing her servants and learning 
that they knew nothing of the mysterious 
visitor who got in without forcing door or 
window, Mrs. Sherwood telephoned to the 
West Thirtieth Street Station. Detectives 
Higgins and Quilty were put on the case, 
Neither they nor Mrs. Sherwood would tell 
just what had been stolen. 


WOMAN HURT BY EXPLOSION. 

A singular explosion, which was heard 
by persons a block around, took place last 
night in a lodging house at 134 West Twen- 
tieth Street, kept by Mrs. Lorena 8. Fraser. 
Mrs. Fraser detected gas coming from a 
room in the rear of the first floor of the 
house, occupied by two young men. She 
opened the door, and the instant she did so, 
there was a terrific explosion, which 
knocked her down and almost blew the 
front door of the house off its hinges. 

When Policeman Hession of the West 
Thirtieth Street Station, one of those who 
heard the explosion, got to the house Mrs. 
Fraser was still lying on the floor of the 
hallway, all about her being broken glass 
and blazing portiers. A couple of fire- 
men belonging to Hook and Ladder Com- 
pany No. 12, who were passing the house, 
rushed in and extinguished the fire. Mrs. 
Fraser was burned badly on the face, 
hands, and neck. Policeman Hession sum- 
moned an ambulance from the New York 
Hospital, and Dr. Chittendon, after dress- 
ing Mrs. Fraser’s injuries, urged her to go 
to the hospital, but she refused. 

Mrs. Fraser insisted that she did not 
strike a.light on entering the room where 
the gas was. She says the 25 was ignited 
by a gaslight that was burning in the hall.

Assistant Attorney General Beck Pays 
Tribute to Living and Martyred 
Presidents — Russell Sage and 
Gould Attract 

Attention.

Russell Sage and Miss Helen M. Gould 
sat side by side at the seventh annual 
banquet of the Society of Mayflower ‘De- 
scendants at Delmonico’s last night._ 
Throughout the elaborate dinner and the 
speaking that followed and until the Sage- 
Gould party departed, the aged financlér’ 
paid marked attention to Miss Gould. 

Miss Gould and Mr. and Mrs. Sage, with 
a party of friends, occupied table ‘No. 3 at 
the dinner. They were immediately in 
front of the speakers table and during the 
evening were the centre of attraction. 

Upwards of 100 members and guests of 
the soclety who can trace their ancestry 
back to the early colonial days, many to 
the days of the Mayflower, were present at 
the dinner. One of the features of the 
affair was the presence of many society 
women at the banquet tables. 

William W. Goodrich, the newly elected 
Governor of the society, presided. In 
response to the toast ‘‘ To the President of 
the United States,’’ Assistant Attorney 
General James M. Beck said in part: 

“The most important event of the year 


is net the coronation of a King, with all 
its attendant pomp and circumstance, with 
its gathering of Dukes and Earls and all 
that is significant of power and glory, but 
that which took. place when in a 
private house, without pomp and cere- 
mony, and surrounded only by a few 
friends, Theodore Roosevelt took his 
simple bath to defend and carry out 
our Constitution. That transfer of power— 
greater than any power which: exists on 
earth, and accepted without a murmur by 
eighty milllons of people—is a vindication 
of the principle of self-government. 

‘““When the power of self-government is 
affected neither by civil war nor by the 
stroke of an assassin, why should we ques- 
tion its een? 

“TIT am not disposed to honor the living 
President without reference to the dead, At 
that supreme moment at Buffalo it was fit- 
ting that his last words should not be in- 
dicative of party spirit or a vindication of 
party government; but breathing the spirit 
of the first words of the Declaration of In- 
dependence, a broad cosmopolitanism. The 
last prayer that fell from his lips with the 
grace of a benediction was that God might 
grant happiness, peace, and prosperity to 
all nations of the world." 

The Rev. James M. Buckley, editor of 
The Christian Advocate, who responded to 
the toast, ‘‘ The Seeds of the Mayflower,”’ 
told a number of anecdotes, and declared 
‘*that two-thirds of the great works and 
enterprises in this country were carried 
out or at least promoted. by Mayflower de- 
scendants.”’ 

The Rev. Henry Ellott Mott spoke on 
“The Moral Subsidy of the Mayflower.” 
In presenting his credentials to member- 
ship he said fe was a descendant of Adam 
—Adam Mott, who invaded the country 
sometime in the seventeenth century. He 
eulogized the society, saying that “the 
Pilgrim spirit is the most tremendous in 
history, because the Puritan held himself 
in A his actions directly accountable to 
God.” 

Senator McLaurin of South Carolina said 
in part: 

“TIT have good reason to know the spirit 
of President McKinley. His mind took in 
not only our affairs, but those of the whole 
world. There are only two men in our his- 
tory who fully understood the South—Lin- 
coln and McKinley. If Lincoln had lived 
there would have been an end to carpet- 
baggism among us, and if McKinley had 
lived he would have reunited the discordant 
sections of the South, for, more than any 
other man, he understood them. 

“T am not afraid of expansion; I am a 
natural born ¢xpansionist. I am not afraid 
of taking anybody under the United States 
flag, for if there is a possibility of good in 
them it will be developed under our Gov- 
ernment.’’

BOSTON GLOBE BANK AFFAIRS. 


Directors Pay $240,000 to Receiver— 
Depositors Will Be Paid in Full. 
BOSTON, Nov. 21.—An important step 
toward the settlement of the Globe Bank 


affairs was accomplished to-day, when six 


Directors of the bank paid over to Receiv- 
er Wing $240,000 in cash in full settlement 
of the claims that the bank held against 
them. This payment will place Mr. Wing 
in a position to pay another dividend of 10 
per cent., or $250, The Controller will 
probably authorize the payment of the div- 
idend immediately. This 10 per cent, will 
make a total of per cent. already paid, 
and the remaining assets will yield suffi- 
cient to pay the depositors in full and give 
the stockholders a dividend. 

After the receiver took possession of the 
bank upon its failure he discovered that 
excessive loans had been made by the Di- 
rectors. ‘To have fnstituted suit for at 
least $500,000 alleged to be due from the 
Directors would have involved years of 
litigation. As soon as it was practicable 
after liquidating certain accounts, he ar- 
ranged a compromise settlement, and to- 
day’s payment is the result.

of the Pennsylvania College for Women, 
$250.000; the Rev. Dr. Richard S. Holmes, 
$14,000 for the New: York Presbyterian 
Mission Building, and the Rev. Dr. Will- 
iam L. McEwan, $2,500 for the work among 
the foreign population in Pittsburg, and 
the Rev. Dr. D. 8.

Dr. Barney combats the theory of Dr. 
Koch, the eminent German medical au- 
thority, that consumption could not. be com- 
municated from a lower animal to a 
being, and with that end in view he inocu- 
lated the cow with the disease and kept 
her in his stable to watch the progress of 
the disease. The cow has become very sick 
and he was preparing soon to hold an au- 
topsy on her when the agents of Dr. Black 
pounced upon the creature and carried her 
away to the public pound, where, it is said, 
she will be destroyed to-day. 

Dr. Black has extended no invitation to 
Dr. Barney to be present at an susouery 
which e may make on the carcass, and Dr. 
Eatner is very indignart over the treat- 
ment he has received. He admits that un- 
der the law the health authorities had the 
right to seize the beast. but holds that he 
should have been allowed to keep her for 
a time in the interests of medical science.

LOWER BROADWAY TUNNEL. 


Four tracks will be impracticable in the 
extension of the rapid transit road through 
lower Broadway, according to Chief Engi- 
neer William Barclay Parsons, who took 
the stand at yesterday's meeting of fhe 
Special Commission on the East River Tun- 
nel at the rooms of the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission at 320 Broadway. He was there to 
answer questions by John De Witt Warner, 
the lawyer, who says he represents a num- 
ber of property owners south of Fulton 
Street, who are anxious that the extension 
shall have four instead of two tracks. 

Mr. Parsons said that if four tracks were 


laid they would have to be constructed on 
different levels, one above the other, and 
this would necessitate an excavation from 
seventy to eighty feet deep. Such a cut- 
ting, e said, would seriously endanger 
many of the lofty office buildings along 
the line that are not built on a rock founda- 
tion, and among these he cited the St. Paul 
and Equitable Buildings. 

“If a deep trench were to be cut near 
them,” he said, ‘“‘it would entail an enor- 
mous expense to render the foundations 
safe while the work was going on.” . 

He said that the entrances to the pro- 
posed stations at Cortlandt and Rector 
Streets would have to be through buildings 
at those streets as the sidewalks there are 
not wide enough to permit of any be on 
course. Mr. rsons said, however, tha 
during the rush hours trains of eight cars 
would be run at not less than one minute 
headway, and that each car would have a 
seating capacity of forty-eight, and would 
afford room for as many more passengers 
to stand. The road, he said, will have a 
carrying capacity of 40,000,000 passengers 
a year. He predicted that one-third of the 
crowd now traveling between Brooklyn and 
Manhattan by way of the bridge would go 
to the tunnel. 

Contractor McDonald of the Rapid Tran- 
sit road has received as a present from 
Abram 8. Hewitt, a bronze replica of the 
gold medal which was recently presented 
to Mr. Hewitt La / the Chamber of Com-

of the waist line and extended in a block- 
like tab perhaps two inches over the skirt.

WORK OF THE RING JUDGES. 


Corinthian Jumping Class and Tandem 
Contest Were the Chief Features. 


The diversified classes that made up the 
programme for the fourth day of the show 
made work for the judges of about every 
department in the exhibition, and worked 
most of them overtime, for unusually big 
rings and close competition carried the 
judging past the schedule of time, morn- 
ing, afternoon, and evening. The hackneys 
made up almost all of the morning exhibi- 


tion, and the inning for that type of horse 
was hugely enjoyed by the patrons of the 
hackney, who, on former days, played but 
a inconspicuous part in the popular dis- 
play. 

In the afternoon and evening more repre- 
sentative programmes were offered, and 
these appealed to the partisans of nearly 
every variety of the horse and pony, 

The special events, however, 
jumping contest by the Corinthian class 
and a remarkably fine class of tandem 
teams. 

The jumping competition brought out the 
full entry, and as the conditions called for 
the contending horses to be ridden by 
members of recognized hunt clubs, the 
horsey set which swarmed about the gates 
in such numbers as to make progress dif- 
ficult for the promenaders had abundant 
oppertunity to indulge In the extremes of 
enthusiasm. The horses included a number

classes judged earlier in the week, and 
= on that account partisanship ran 
gh. 

Judgment was governed by consideration 
of .conformation and quality as well as 
ability to get over fences, and as the mat- 
ter of quality lent just enough doubt as to 
the resuit to balance the known ability of 
most of the competitors in jumping in- 
terest in the result was keen. The horses 
were tried first over single hurdles, one 
placed on each side of the ring, and though 
no really sensationa! performer was brought 
to light, the hurdle jumping made a singu- 
larly pretty and even contest. Following 
the clearing of the single hurdles, in which 
the least clever of the competitors were 
eliminated, leaving ten to finish for first 
piace, the hurdles were placed close to- 
gether, the wings of the second jump being 
stretched back in such a manner as to 
make practically an in and out or pen 
jump. 

The riders by this time had grown con- 
fident and bold, and urged their mounts 
at the obstacles in daring style, the jump- 
ing at this stage being the prettiest that 
the week has produced so far. The horses 
were sent circling around the ring at al- 
most racing speed, and were driven at the 
hurdles with perfect abandon. It was at 
this stage of the contest that the crashing 
sound of the falling rails frequently echoed 
through the great hall, and failure after 
failure steadily reduced the survivors of 
the ordeal until only six horses were left. 

A second round of.the six was ordered, 
and so evenly were they matched in the 
last trial, that all got over in good style. Of 
the contenders the popular favorite was 
the equine giant and old horse show jump- 
er, Richmond, with the former winner, Red 
Vak, and Rupert, and Yourfellow, his op- 

onents at the actual finish. It took the 
udges a long time to make the award, even 
after the jumping had been completed 
and the hurdles had been removed from the 
arena. The judges finally decided in favor 
of Red Oak, and placed Rupert second and 
Yourfellow third, the favorite, Richmond, 
getting only fourth place. , 

The tandem class was the last of the 
evening, and was reached very late, at 
an hour when the Horse Show crowd usual- 
ly deserts the exhibition, regardless of what 
attractions may be in thé ring. Last night, 
however, the crowd waited and watched 
with intense interest when the teams were 
put through their paces, and it was not 
until the tamer feature of the inspection 
of competitors by the judges had arrived 
that the gathering began to thin out. The 
class was not a large one, but it was 
marked by extraordinary excellence. 

From the moment the six teams ap- 
peared on the tanbark the crowd selected 
the smart gray leader and steady bay 
wheeler, Betsy Gray and Countess Jose- 
phine, shown by Joseph B. Vandergrift, and 
the stylish browns, Glorious Annie and 


Glorious Bonnie, exhibited by Thomas W., : 


Lawson, as favorites. The handling of the 
tandems was an inspiring feature of this 
competition, the whips tooling their re- 
spective teams with an abundance of snap 
and confidence, which greatly helped the 
spectacular effect, even though there were 
frequent. tangles among the horses oc- 
casioned by leaders getting over the traces 
or turning on their wheelers. 

The public was partially right. for after 
a remarkably pretty contest, the awards 
were made with the Lawson tandem first, 
while the Vandergrift team got fourth

A novice class for harness horses, the 
second number of the evening, filled the 
ring over and over again with the forty- 
six entries, and made a long-drawn-out 
contest, in which the Lawson. entry, 
Glorious Whirling Cloud, was adjudged the 
winner. C. K. G. Billings had several en- 
tries, scattered through the various classes, 
but none of these was showed. 

The sensation of the afternoon was the 
defeat of the phenomenal jumper Sure Pop 
in the timber-topping class, the horse, an 
easy winner in a very similar ring early in 
the show, simply being on his bad_ be- 
havior and refusing to jump anywhere 
near his best. In the shows of the South- 
west Sure Pop had cleared 7 feet 4 inches 
in the cleanest possible style, but in his 
tantrums yesterday he blundered at the 
low jumps and kept his rider very busy 
trving to get him around the ring. 

Just before the judges’ decision was 
reached, Sure Pop seemed to change his 
mind, and flying at the six-foot jumps 
went over them in faultless style, but his 
amendment in deportment came too late, 
and he did not even get a mention. The 
winner was George Pepper's reliable jump- 
er, Lord Minto, who fairly earned the blue 
ribbon, with two stable companions. Pearl 
and Rupert, second and third, while Rupert, 
exhibited by Charles H. Hurkamp, got 
fourth place, 

Another incident out of the ordinary in 
the afternoon occurred in the judging of the 
class for single horses in harness, when 
the ringmaster, acting on orders from the 
judges, turned out of the ring Walter New- 
man’s brown mare Nancy Scott because 
of her misbehavior, which, it was said, the 
officials ‘believed was due to the influence 
of stimulants. 

This class drew a big ring-and made a 
pretty competition, with a double triumph 
for the Lawson stable, Thomas W. and 
Arnold Lawson winnine with Glorious 
Flying Cloud, and getting second place 
with Glorious Whirling Cloud. The former 
Lawson winner, Dreamér. also won in 
the class for trottine bred stallions, and 
brought up the average for the Boston ex- 
hibiter amazingly. 

A display that must have stirred to envy 
the road drivers among the spectators was 
the competition in the class for the best 
pair of roadsters and the best. equipment. 
There were only three teams showed in 
this competition. but each of the three 
seemed to be perfect in both horses and ap- 
pointment. The horsemen expected James 
Stoteshury in thfe rfne, but the judges 
Stoesbury in this ring. but the judges 
ruled as they had in a former class for 
pairs only and awarded the blue ribbon to 
the Stotesbury pair, Miss Lou and Zulu Z., 
with the Cooke pair, Altamont and Rasola, 
second. 

The ring for pairs of horses, showed to 
Victoria and cabriolet, brought out a fine 
class of horses. and one that was particu- 
larly representative, of the owners of hand- 
some private equipages. The fight nar- 
rowed down finally to four, who seemed 
much of one degree as to merit, the offi- 
celal socernent finally placing the exhibit of 
Joseph Widener first. that of Frank J. 
Go second. that of William H. Moore 
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third, and that of Alfred G. Vanderbilt 
fourth. 

A class for ponies ‘in Harness, won by 
the Lawson entry, Glorious Bonnie, caused 
much enthusiasm among the children in 
the afternoon, A saddie class made only 
a one sided contest, T. J. R. Maurling’s 
Mourna winning with a lot to spare from a 
very moderate lot of company. 

A preliminary trial for jumpers in the 
weeding out of horses from the hunters 
class for the evening aroused much in- 
terest among the riding and hunting set 
in the forenoon, and stirred the spectators 
to frequent outbursts of applause as the 
horses went over the bars. : 

The remainder of the morning was given 
up to the judgment of hackneys, Frederick 
C. Stevens and Eben D. Jordan practically 
dividing the premiums in the seven classes 
for hackneys that were judged.

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TAMMANY STANDS FOR 
SPOILS, SAYS KELLER 


Charities Conference Speakers 
Commend His Administration. 








He Declares Civil Service Rules Were 


Disregarded in Mayor Strong’s 


Time — Sanatoria for Con- 
sumptives Discussed. 





Charities Commissioner John W. Keller 
made the statement yesterday at the sec- 


ond day's session of the Conference of 
Charities and Correction in the Union 
Charities Building that Tammany Hall 


stood for the spoils system, and that he 
didn’t. 

‘Politics in Penal and Charitable Insti- 
tutions ’’ was the subject under discussion. 
Commissioner Keller's administration had 
been commended by several speakers. Prof. 
George F. Canfield, President of the State 
Charities Alfa Association, had said Mr. 
Keller had conducted the affairs of his de- 
partment better than any of his prede- 
cessors for many years. Dr. Robert W. 
Hill, Inspector of the State Board of Chari- 
ties, agreed with Prof. Canfield. 

Commissioner Keller entered while the 
papers were being read. When the discus- 
slon was taken up, he arose and said: 

“Politics in the best sense of the term— 
that is, the science of better government— 
should obtain in the Charities Department 
as in all other municipal departments. The 
Mayor of the City of New York, in select- 
ing his Commissioner of Charities, should 
look not only for a man competent and fit, 
but for a man in sympathy with him poli- 
ically, so that the Commissioner may carry 
out faithfully and loyally the Mayor’s pol- 
icy. 

‘*Tammany Hall has stood for the spoils 
system. I don’t. [Applause.] The only dif- 
ference between Tammany Hall, the Re- 
publican Party, and the reform administra~ 
tion of 1897 was that,-while Tammany Hall 
stood for it and made no bones about it, 
the other people pretended not to stand for 
it, but did There never was an administra- 
tion of charity in the world where the civil 
service laws were so disregarded as during 
the so-called reforrm administration. They 
were in: such a hurry to get the people out.” 

“Don’t you think you had_ better stop 
now, Mr. Keller,’’ interrupted Mrs, Charles 
R. Lowell, who was presiding. 

Mr. Keller replied: 

‘*Madam, I will not take more time. I 
have tried to keep every man in office who 
did his duty and have tried to keep every 
man out who would not. I have had a 
mighty hard time. I hope the man who 
comes after me.will have an easier time. 
From what I know of the record I am 
afraid he will not.” 


COUNTY JAILS CONDEMNED. 


Mrs. Lowell presented the report of the 
Committee on Politics in Penal and Chari- 
table. Institutions. She said in part: 

‘“‘It is an interesting but extremely pain- 
ful fact that the greater number of the 
county jails in this State are managed un- 
der a system similar to that which was 
exposed in England by John Howard in 
17:6. That is, Ahe congregation for weeks 
and months at a time in absolute idleness 
ef all kinds and degrees of innocenc and 
guilty human beings is permitted, sex be- 
ing the only ground of separation, and that 
oniy imperfectly carried out. 

‘* It is difficult, sometimes impossible, even 
with all the safeguards of the civil service 
laws and rules, to save the charitable and 
penal institutions from the poison of poli- 
tics and we are far from being able to secure 
for our institutions generally the class of 
men and women who ought to fill the po- 
sitions in them. 

“What are the remedies? 

‘‘An awakened public ccns¢éitence Is. the 
one sovereign cure for the ills we suffer 
from.” ? 

Prof. Canfield, in his paper.on “ Politics 
in. State, County; and City Institutions,’ 
said that uron the evidence furnished by 
replies to a large number of inquiries he 
was led to conclude that, with one or two 
notable exceptions, tbe State charitable 
institutions of New York are quite free 
from the influence of politics. 

Respecting the municipal institutions of 
the city, Prof. Canfield said that their his- 
tory presented a discreditable record, and 
were. it not for improvements made under 
the prasent Commissioner, a discouraging 
one. 

Discussing Prof. Canfield’s Dr. 
Hill said: 

‘“‘From time immemorial men have be- 
lieved in and practiced the doctrine that 
to the victor belongs the spoils: It is natural 
for men to desire to reap the reward of 
successful struggle, and it requires a larga 
measure of magnanimity to be satisfied 
with less than the full surrender of the 
vanquished.

‘Fortunately for the State, the people 
hold public officials to fairly strict ac- 
countablilitvy, except in the larger cities. 


Neglect of duty is apt to be punished by 
deprivation of office, while an honest, ca- 
pable administration usually meets public 
approval. This is coming to be the rule in 
our county institutions, where it fs under- 
stood that experience is too valuable to be 
wasted. 

“The civil service is intended to protect 
Institutioz.s from the baneful effects of fre- 
quent change in employes. It is to be 
hoped that the incoming administration of 
the city will lift the public charities to such 
a high plane that henceforth no political 
party will dare make the department a 
part of the spoils of victory.” 

Sanatoria for consumptives was the topic 
discussed, under the general head of ‘ Re- 
lief of the Sick Poor,” in the afternoon. 
Dr. John H. Pryor of Buffalo advocated 
the establishment of State sanatoria. -He 
is Chairman of the committee of the con- 
ference having the matter in charge. Dur- 
ing the reading of his report he said: 

“To say ‘that the efforts to eradicate 
tuberculosis have fulfilled expectations and 
will win in time is to approach dangerously 
near exaggeration and a careless prom- 
ise. Protection is at best partial or very 
inadequate. 

‘“The establishment of sanatoria for 
those suffering from incipient pulmonary 
tuberculosis would prove of incalcuable 
benefit. The infected individual could be 
removed before becoming a source of dan- 
ger to others. ‘ 

‘“Once more let me reiterate the sentence 
which I have used for five years at Albany: 
‘Take care of the consumptive at the 
right time, at the right place, in the right 
way, until well. Not at the wrong time. at 
the wrong place, in the wrong way, until he 
is dead.’ ”’ 

MUNICIPAL SANATORIA. 

The establishment of municipal sanatoria 
was suggested by Dr. Alfred Meyer, at- 
tending physician of Mount Sinai Hospital. 


He said the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment should be asked to appropriate 


$200,000 for the establishment of a sana- 
toria for incipient consumptives. 
Dr. S. A. Knopf earnestly protested 


against the use of the word “ incipients.” 
‘yn the establishment of the sanatoria. He 
declared that if a consumptive should be 
refused admittance, he would know that he 
was incurable, while if he was permitted 
to spend his last davs in a sanatorium he 
would feel that he really had some chance. 

“T would suggest to that gentleman who 
expressed a desire not to die rich,”’ said he, 
“that he might give some of his millions 
to some very deserving charitable homes 
for consumptives—to the sanatorium for 
working girls, for instance. or to Tru- 
deau’s° or St. Gabriel's or Montefiore or 
the House of Rest—all deserving and but 
poorly supp’'°d with funds. 

“Tf T could but take some Carnegie or 
Rockefeller or other philanthropist into 
some of our tenement houses where poor 
people are dying of consumption without 
the barest necessities of life. much less any 
comforts—if I could. I believe we would 
have millions for sanatoria. The trouble 
is the rich philanthropists are ignorant of 
the need for such institutions. We not only 
want the citizens.to do their duty, but our 
philanthropists as well.’ 

The subject of defective, dependent, de- 
linqguent, and neglected children was dis- 
cussed at the evening session. Dr. E. Park 
Lewis of Buffalo, Frederick Almy, Homer 
Folks, and Samuel D. Levy participated in 
the discussion. 

The subject of the mentally defective will 
be taken up to-day..when the conference 
will visit Ward's Island. The question of 
improved housing will be discussed at the 
evening session. 





Westchester County to Build Fences. 
WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Nov. 21.—The 
Westchester County Board of Supervisors 
has adopted a resolution providing for the 
building of fences along the new State 
roads where the roads go through private 
property which has been condemned by 
the Good Roads Commissioners, It is esti- 
mated that about seven miles of such 
fences will have to be built.

The witness testified that the part- 
nership between him and Mr. Nevins was 
entered into some time in 1895, when an 
office was opened in Brooklyn by the firm. 
Mr. Graff said that he had continued in 
business in Manhattan for himself for two 
years after the partnership was formed.

THE MEADE COURT-MARTIAL. 


Witnesses May Examine Court of In- 

quiry Records When Called in the 

Subsequent Trial. 

‘A’ decision ‘regarding evidence was given 
yesterday~afternoon by the court-martial 
sitting in the case of Col. Robert L. Meade, 
commandant of the marine barracks at 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard, which is re- 
garded as establishing a precedent of ex- 
treme importance in the conduct of naval 
courts-martial in the future. 

The decision is, in effect, that the records 
of all evidence taken in a court of inquiry 
may be used by witnesses who were pres- 
ent in. the court and whose evidence is 
given. before a resulting court-martial. In 
other.words, if a defendant offers state- 
ments which are made the basis of a sepa- 
rate charge, the members of the court of 
Inquiry can, be called as witnesses at the 
subsequent court-martial and may use the 
record to refresh their memory. This re- 
verses the decision of the court made dur- 
ing Wednesday’s session. 

Practically the entire day's session was 
spent in arriving at this decision, which 
paves the way for the consideration of the 
second of the two charges upon which Col. 
Meade is being tried, namely, scandalous 
conduct tending to the destruction of good 
morals in the service in charging that 
Major Lauchheimer and Col. Denny of the 
Marine Kureau in Washington were en- 
gaged in a conspiracy to injure him and 
thereby secure promotion. 

The first witness of the day, Lieut. J.’S.. 
Hooker of the Marine Corps, testified that 
in his opinion Col. Meade was sober during 
the drill at the barracks on June 18, when 
the command was inspected by Major 
Lauchheimer. 

Richard D. Ware, Secretary of the Puri- 
tan Club of Boston, was called to testify 
regarding a statement made by Col. Meade 
that the club in 1897 had withdrawn an 1n- 
vitation issued to Major Lauchheimer. Mr. 
Ware stated that, so far as he knew, Major 
Lauchheimer was not deprived of the 
guests’ privileges of the club. 

‘Then Judge Advocate Niblack called Capt. 
fuller, who was present at the court of in- 
quiry, aud asked him to detail the state- 
ments made at that time by Col. Meade. 
The latter called for the records, and this 
was immediately objected to by Mr. Semple, 
counsel for the accused. The court, after 


long deliberation, overruled the objection. 
The case will go on io-day.

CONFER ON EXCISE 


Senator Raines to Come Here 
After Consulting Gov. Odell. 








QUESTION OF A REFERENDUM 





Senator Platt Declares Up-State People 
Are Uniformly Against Sunday 
Opening — Herman Ridder 
Talks with Mr. Low. 





Senator John Raines, the author of the 
Raines law, is expected to arrive in the 
city to-day. Senator Raines is coming here 
to confer with the Republican leaders, and 
others with regard to the proposed changes 
in'the excise law. Senator Raines was in 
Albany yesterday and had an- interview 
with Gov. Odell. 

The excise question come into promi- 
nence yesterday in several ways. Hermart 
Ridder, the leader of the German Ameri- 
can Reform Union, held a conference with 
Mr. Low, and inasmuch as Mr. Ridder de- 
clared that the Union had no appointments 
to ask of the Mayor-elect it was inferred 
that his interview had to do with the excise 
problem. Mr. Ridder on leaving Mr. Low's 
headquarters was asked if he had got called 
to talk about excise matters. 

“‘T bave nothing to say on that subject,"’ 
he said, ‘‘ The excise question is now up to 
the Republicans.” 

“Did you offer any suggestions on the 
subject to Mr. Low?”’ ° 

“T have nothing to say.” 

“Is any programme with regard to the 
way the matter is to be Handled by the 
new admintstration being formed?”’ 

‘““You will have to ask Mr. Low about 
that.” 

When Mr. Low accorded his regular aft- 
ernoon audience to the reporters, the only 
piece of information which he gave out 
related to excise. It was a statement of 
the Real Estate Owners’ Association in- 
forming him of the action wnich that asso- 
ciation had taken on the subject of Sun- 
day opening. The statement was presented 
to Mr. Low by a delegation led by Adolph 
Bloch. The association claims to repre- 
sent 9,600 taxpayers. After saying that 
the body had watched with interest the 
-agitation raised by Justice Jerome and ¢er- 


tain of the clergy for Sunday opening, the 
statement continued as follows: 
““'We deem it unwise to keep a law on the 
statute books closing the saloons on Sun- 
oey. especially in the months of June, 
July, August, and September, when the 
mercury on some days climbs to 95 degrees 
and the well-to-do man flees to the mount- 
ains while his less favored brethren are 
compelled to remain in the city and are 
under the law deprived of what the well- 
to-do man can enjoy at any time at his 
clubhouse.”’ 
Mr. Low in handing out this statement 
made no comment beyond the remark, 
‘“*Here is something that may interest 
you." He had no information to impart as 
to whetner any definite policy in excise 
had been formulated by him. 
Assemblyman-elect Julius Seymour of the 
Nineteenth District, who called to invite 
Mr. Low to a dinner to be given by the 
West Side Republican Club early in Janu- 
ary, said that he heartily indorsed the 
views of Senator Depew on the excise 
question. He said there ought to be a ref- 
erendum on the subject for each of the five 
boroughs. 
Senator Platt admitted in the afternoon- 
that excise was one of the topics of discus- 
sion between him and Mr. Low at the con- 
ference he!ld at Mr. Low's house in the 
morning. When asked what advice he had 
og Mr. Low on the matter, the Senator 
said. 
“That is a leading question. I will not 
answer it.”’ 
“In your talk with Mr. Low, did.he ex- 
ress himself as favoring opening the sa- 
oons on Sunday?” 
‘“‘{ do not know that I could say that.” 
When asked for his personal opinion as 
to what should be done about Sunday opén- 
ing, Senator Platt said: 
““I have no personal opinion; my politics 
does not permit it.”’ 
“What are you hearing from up the 
State on the excise question? ’”’ 
*““ With one voice the people up the State 
are against Sunday opening.”’ 
*“* Does that apply to the referendum?” 
“Of course.”’ ‘ . 
Some of the Republican leaders expressed 
the view. yesterday that if a bill for a ref- 
erendum on Sunday opening was passed by 
the Legislature it would not stop there. 
The fact was recalled that at last Winter's 
session of the legislature a bill had passed 
which provided that the butchers’ shops 
should be closed on Sunday. This was done 
over the protest of delegations claiming 
to represent the yd of the east side, who, 
it was said, would suffer from such a law 
because they were not able to afford ice to 
keep meat over Sunday. There was also a 
protest from the Hebrews of the city, who 
claimed that the law would be unfair to 
them, since they observed Saturday as 
their Sabbath. The Republican leaders are 
of the opinion that if a referendum is or- 
dered on the Sunday opening of saloons 
there will go up a demand for the repeal 
of the law closing the butchers’ shops.

Clayton McMichael Will Take Mr. 
| Hicks’s Place in Philadelphia 
in January. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—It is officially 
announced at the White House that Clay- 
ton McMichael will be appointed Postmas- 
ter at Philadelphia upon the expiration of 
the term of the present incumbent, Post- 


master Hicks. 
Mr. McMichael was indorsed by both the 


Pennsylvania Senators, Postmaster General 
Smith, and Republicans of. Philadelphia 


generally, without regard to faction. He 
also had the backing of the business men 
of Philadelphia. 

Col. McMichael is fifty-seven years of 
age. He was appointed a Second Lieuten- 
ant in the regular army in August, 1861, 
serving until 1865, when, having reached 
the rank of Captain, he resignede# He was 
Assistant Commissioner of the United 
States to the Vienna Exposition in 1873 
and was appointed United States Marshal 
of the District of Columbia in 1882, serving 
until the induction into office of Mr. Cleve- 
land in 1885. In 1897 he was elected City 
Treasurer of Philadelphia. Postmaster 
Hicks’s term expires in January. 


RESULTS IN PHILIPPINES 
UNDER THE AMERICANS. 


Comment in Germany Points Out the 
Benefits—The Export and Im- 
port Trade. 

Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—Simon W. 
Hanauer, Deputy Consul General, writing 
from Frankfort under date of Oct. 26, says: 

“The German press has watched our 
movements in our new possessions with an 
eye inclined to be critical; but now a voice 
has been raised as to the beneficial change 
effected in the condition of the Philippines 
by American rule. The central bureau for 
the preparation of German commercial 
treaties has just issued and distributed a 
bulletin to the German press and business 
circles, reading thus: 

“* Although the pacification of the Philip- 
pine Archipelago has not as yet been fully 
established, the accounts of its economic 


development are so favorable that it cannot 
be too strongly urged upon German ex- 
porters to give particular attention to this 

roup of islands. From July, 1900, ;to 

arch, 1901, the exports have increased by 
84 per cent. and the imports by 52 per cent., 
as compared with those of the same period 
of the preceding year. The testimony can- 
not be withheld that the Americar adminis- 
tration of the affairs of the Philippines has, 
as far as the economical betterment of the 
country is concerned, already achieved ex- 
traordinary success. 

“*Tn 1804, which was the last year of 
peaceful condition while under Spanish 
rule, the Philippine imports reache $28,- 
500,000 and the exports $33,100,000 Mexican 
in value. Under American rule, in. spite 
of the continued insurrection of the na- 
tives, the imports increased in 1899 to $40,- 
900,000 and in 1900 to $55,500,000 Mexican, 
and the exports to $38,500,000 and $53,400,000 
respectively. Military Sypris are not in- 
cluded in these figures. The detailed sta- 
tistics show that anish trade with these 
islands is rapidly diminishing, while com- 
mercial. relations ‘with the United States 
are gaining. ° 

‘** For German interests, it is essential 
to know whether imports trom:the United 
States will receive preferential treatment. 
Spain gave her products on importation 
into her colonies preferential rates. The 
United States hitherto has abstained from 
following this precedent. It is noteworthy 
that the tariff schedule, proposed by the 
United States commission in Manila, re- 
tains the present feature of equal rates on 
all importations, whether from the United 
States or other countries.’ ’’ 


GEN. WOOD ON ANNEXATION. 


Believes Cuban Republic Will Ask to 
Become a Part of This Country. 


SANTIAGO‘DE CUBA, Nov. 21.—Govern- 
or General Wood and his party left last 
night on the Government yacht Kanawha 
for Guantanamo, where Gen. Wood inspect- 
ed the troops to-day. The Kanawha was 
compelled to return to the harbor on ac- 
count of the rough sea outside, but left a 
few hours later. 

An enormous amount of work was ac- 
complish@d by Gen. Wood during his stay 
here He inspected the details of every 
department and ordered many public im- 
provements. He said he thought Cuba was 


destined to be annexed eventually to the 
United States on account of the economical 
conditions existing, as the sugar and to- 
bacco induStries of the island would be un- 
able to prosper to so great an extent in 
competition with the industries of Porto 
Rico, Hawaii, and the Philippines, as would 
be the case should annexation be accom- 
plished with the will of the Cuban people. 

He pointed out also that the United 
States Government had guaranteed a stable 
government for Cuba, a thing which it 
showed would be impossible to maintain 
without prosperity, and he declared that 
the United States would be morally bound 
to annex Cuba if solicited to do so by the 
insular republic, 

Gen, Wood will return to Havana, visit- 
Ing all the ports on the north coast, and 
then go to Washington to endeavor to se- 
cure an amendment to the tariff schedules 
affecting sugar and tobacco, which, he says, 
he regards as absolutely necessary. 


BROOKLYN’S SCHOOL DISTRICTS. 


City Has Been Divided Into Fourteen, 
as Required by the Charter. 

The Brooklyn Borough Board of School 
Superintendents has completed the work of 
mapping out the school territory of the 
borough into fourteen districts, as pro- 


vided for in the new city charter. The 
districts have been made on a basis of 
school population. 

The district which contains the largest 
territory is the Fourth District, which 
takes in the Twenty-ninth, Thirty-first, 
and Thirty-second Wards. Each of the 
districts are estimated to contain about 
14,200 children of school age. This division 
of the borough will be the basis upon 
which the Mayor will appoint fourteen 
members of the Central Board of Educa- 
tion and the Borough Président five mem- 
bers to compose the local District School 
Boards. 

















Gets Habeas Corpus for Sweetheart. 

Ernest Beck, twenty-five years old, se- 
zured a writ of habeas corpus from Justice 
Clarke in the Supreme Court yesterday to 
produce in court his sweetheart, Ida M. 
Kinnicott, nineteen years old, who, he as- 
serts, is restrained of her liberty by her 
mother, Ellen Kinnicott, of 317 West Thir- 
ty-sixth Street. The young man stated in 
his 1 orang ye to the court that Miss Kin- 
nicott practically. was a prisoner in her 
home for the reason that she had refused 
to give him up and had made frequent at- 
tempts to get notes to him.

EDWIN MARKHAM TALKS 
OF NEW POETIC IDEAL 


Speaks at Dinner of Seeiety for 
the Study of Life. 








The Rev. Mr. McNutt’s Views of “ Food 
and Crime "—The 20th Century Wo- 
man as Mrs. Gilman Sees Her. 





The Society for the Study of Life held 
its annual banquet last evening at the 
Tuxedo, Fifty-ninth Street and Madison 
Avenue, Mrs. Almon Hensley, the Presi- 
dent, presiding. There were about one 
hundred and thirty diners. 

Mrs. Hensley spoke briefly of the ob- 
ject of the society, which, she said, was 
to reverently study Wife with the purpose 
of ameliorating conditions and perfecting 
individual, lives. She said the most ne 
glected thing in life—most carefully elim- 
inated in fact—was the teaching of the 
potential fatherhood of young men and the 
importance of a young woman selecting 
cerefully the father of her children. She 
hoped the day would come when the ef- 
forts of the society would result in there 
being schools to train young women for 
motherhood. 

Mrs. Hensley then 
Markham, who spoke on 
im America for the Poet.”’ 
“The poet who is worth while,” said he, 
“is one who has something to do with the 
larger movements of humanity—a prophet 
and.a.seer.,.We need a new ideal for the 
poetic and literary life, and I believe that 


the social’and industrial movement at the 
present time presents a higher theme than 
the poets have yet dealt with. I believe 
that -we are coming t6 a new conception of 
religion that will be the application of the 
golden rule. Wé€ need not men to make 
money, but money to make men. We lack 
a great past, but we have-a spacious future. 
America has been reseryed to these later 
ages for some great manifestation. Some- 
thing-'seems destined to come out of this 
great experiment of democracy, and I be- 
Sieve it will be in the solving of the, prob- 
lem of the struggle of capital and labor, and 
that we will solve the problem of induS§trial 
freeiom. We have closed the study of 
Kings and taken up the study of man. The 
old epic was.of. arms and the’man, but the 
new epic will be of tools and the man.” 

Mrs. Charlette. Perkins. (Stetson) Gilman 
spoke on “The Twentieth Century) Wo- 
man.’ She said that the women of the 
new century differ from the women of the 
bast by being of some use to one another. 
This is a step from the animal kingdom 
into the human‘’family. The essential 
characteristic of the woman of the twen- 
tieth century is her mobility. Man moves 
about and is of-some use in the world. Wo- 
man has been kept at home in a position 
in which she has hindered the progress of 
the whole world. Until woman can keep step 
with the progress of the world the world 
cannot go ahead very much, but the wo- 
man of the present century is beginning to 
learn’ how to help the progress of the world. 

The Rev. George L.- McNutt spoke on 
‘Food and Crime,’’ In the course of his 
speech he*said: ‘ 
‘IT cannot believe in 
says, ‘Wait and murmur not. It will be 
all right in the bye and bye.’ What is the 
matter with the ‘now’? can feed myself 
in a way that I will want to get drunk, or 
Ll can feed myself in a way that I can- 
not get drunk. Underfeeding may lead to 
crime, and overfeeding to vice. It is as 
much a crime to be broken down and sick 
as it is to be drunk. The time will come 
when the cook will go ahead ,of the 
preacher, ‘the politiciah, and the poet, and 
then we will all be poets.”’

WESTERN UNION MAN ARRESTED 


J. B. Bertholf, Company’s Manager at 
Jersey City, Charged with Aiding 
“Green Goods” Men. 


John B. Bertholf, manager of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph offices in Jersey City, 
was arrested yesterday by Detective Frank

Bennett on complaint of Chief of Police 
Benjamin F. Murphy, who.charges Mr. 
Bertholf with complicity in the green 


goods frauds, for which Charles P. Adams, 
Superintendent of. the Western Union lines 
along the New Jersey Central Railroad, and 
Alfred C. Kaiser, an operator at the Clare- 
mont Station, were arrested on Aug. 5. 

The Chief says that since these arrests 
he has received many letters showing 
that green goods men are still operating in 
Jersey City by means of telegrams sent by 
the Western Union Company. One of these 
letters was to John F. Mason, of Stillwell, 
Ind. Ter., who was told by the green goods 
operators’whose circulars he received to 
telegraph to J. W. Ellis, 995 Ivy Street. 
The Chief said that this message could 
not have been délivered except by collusion 
because it is fictitious. There is no Ivy 
Street in Jersey City. There is an Ivy 
Place, but as it is only one block long, it 
could have no such number as 995. 

James Kershaw, the operator who is al- 
leged to have received the dispatches sent 
to Ellis by direction of Chief’ Murphy, was 
also arrested because he refused to sur- 
render the dispatches or say to whom they 
ad been delivered, although he admitted 
at such dispatches had been received, 
but he did not know to whom they were 
delivered, as he had sent them to Mr. 
Bertholf. ' 

When Mr. Bertholf was asked to whom 
he had delivered’.the dispatches he said 
they had not been delivered to any one, 
but were locked in his safe. He declined 
to produce them. Chief Murphy alleges 
that the telegrams were delivered, because 
Mason and others who sent them received 
answers to them. 

Bertholf and Kershaw declined to make 
any further gtatement., They waived ex- 
amination and gave bail in $500 each be- 
fore Justice John P. McCormick to an- 
swer any indictment that might be found 
against them by the Grand Jury. 


THREW HIMSELF INTO FURNACE 


Horrible Suicide of an Unidentified Man 
at Pittsburg. 
PITTSBURG, Penn., Nov. 21.—A few mo- 
ments after midnight an unidentified man 
threw himself headlong into one of the fur- 
naces at Schoenberger’s®Mills, Fourteenth 
and Etna Streets. Almost his entire body 
was roasted beyond identification, his left 
foot being the only part disfigured. A 
few minutes before midnight the man was 
seen to enter the mill yards and stand at 
the foot of the hoisting cage which carries 
ore, coke, and other supplies for the fur- 

nace. 

The moment that a warning was sounded 
for the cage to ascend with its burden 
three workmen saw the suicide jump on the 
platform and stand within a few feet of 
them. They were confused and did not 
know what to think. of him, as no one but 
employes is allowed on these cages... When 


the top of the furnace was regched, nearly 
100 feet from the level, Thomas Lee deter- 
mined to order him away’ The huge crib 
was opened to allow the car of coke to roll 
into the furnace and the bell was lifted, 
throwing a,terrific heat from the - fiery 
substance underneath. Lee had not had 
time to open his mouth when the man 
threw himself headlong into the furnace. 
Quick as a flash Lee saw.the action and 
dropped the bell, but all too late. The 
man was buried head and shoulders in the 
flames.

POWDER WORKS BLOW UP. 


Two Buildings of the Forcite Company 
Near Landing, N. J., Wrecked. 
DOVER, N. J., Nov. 21.—Buildings of the 
Forcite Powder Works near Landing were 
badly damaged to-night by two explosions. 
One blew up a storehouse an the other the 

freezing house. é 

The only person about the works at the 
time was the night watchman. He was at 
one extreme of the works when the explo- 
sions took place at the other. With the 
first flash and detonation he threw him- 
self full length upen the ground. He was 
about ‘to risc when the other followed. The 
second the louder and did the most 
damage through the surrounding country, 
so that it is kelieved this was the store- 
room, as the buildirg is likely to have had 
more of the explosive in it than the freez- 
ing room. 

The first explosicn took place at 6:14, as 
clocks in Landing—a mile from the works— 
stopped at that hour. The time eclapsing 
between the explosions was long enough 
for residerts to run trom their houses to 
their stocps. Windows were broken in 
many houses. Several big lights were shat- 
tered in the Westmoreland Hotel. In the 
cottages within a radius of a mile crockery 
was knocked down and mirrors broken. 
Strangely there was more destruction of 
property in Ledgewood, four miles away, 
than in Landing itself. 

It is rumored, but the report cannot be 
verified, in the absence of officers of the 
company, that one of the buildings con- 
tained the result of recent experiments by 
Maxim, who is working on a new explo- 
sive. There cannot be a close investigation 
of the scene of the explosion until day- 
light, owing to the danger.

THE EAST SIDE’S NEEDS 


Recent Election Discussed at Gos- 
pel Settlement Reception. 








Missionary Work in the Tenements— 
Sunday Closing — Relations of 
Christian and Jew. 





Guests and hosts vied with each other in 
entertaining the large assemblage gath- 
ered yesterday from 4,P. M. until 10 P. M. 
at 211 Clinton Street, in the heart of the 
red light district. The occasion was 4 re- 
ception given by the Gospel Settlement to 
the clergymen of New York City. 

Informal addresses were made by the 
Rev. Dr. R. L. Paddock, the Rev. Dr. Ab- 
bott E. Kittredge, the Rev. Dr. Donald 
Sage Mackay, and the Rev. Dr, Lyman Ab- 
bott. The character of the work being 
done by the Gospel Settlement in refining 
and uplifting the children of the lower east 
side was illustrated in the afternoon by 
25 out of the 150 members of the Kitchen 
Garden Class, 

The songs and exercises delivered by the 
little ones showed how well they were 
learning the lessons of culture and indus- 
try taught them by Miss Irwin, the head 
worker. In the evening a class of larger 
girls gave an exhibition of physical culture 
exercises. The object of the settlement is 
to do tor the children what the public 
schools do not accomplish. 

The Rev. Donald Saye Mackay in his re- 
marks to the guests dwelt chiefly upon 
the importance of the Gospel in promoting 
settlement work in such districts. 


“Missionary work in the tenement 
houses,”’ said, Dr. Mackay, ‘‘ has proved a 
failure in the past when not connected 


with the Gospel, and it will be a failure 
without the Gospel in the future. It may 
reach the head sometimes, but to reach the 
heart and really count, such work must 
be done in the name of the Gospel.’’ 

The speaker illustrated the great neces- 
sity of work among the children in the 
east side by citing the case of a poe of 
six years, who had been accused of theft 
In order to keep him from the baneful 
influence of a vicious mother the lad was 
arrested and his bail fixed at $1,000, so 
that there was no chance of his returning 
to her immediately. : 

“The work is as much 
ism for the country as of charity,” 
cluded Dr. Mackay. 

The Rev. Dr. Abbott E. Kittridge empha- 
sized in his address the value of education 
and higher culture, and the lack or it in 
all classes of the city. 

‘When there is among us,"’ he said, ‘a 
tone of political morality less rigid and 
pure than that among our homes, then we 
are on the verge of a precipice. What New 
York needs is not so much a new Mayor 
or a new District Attorney as it is in need 
of an enlightened civilization. 

‘No one man can reform New York City. 
Although he may improve the police and 
the streets, he can do little with the 
crowd of those in the slums, who follow 
the fanatical anarchists. That can be ac- 
complished only by persistent persona} 
work by the well-to-do.” 

Dr. R. L. Paddock, speaking of the re- 
cent election, said: 

“The victory hardly gives us time for 
rejoicing. We must not stop for any jolli- 
fication or congratulation, but prepare for. 
the work of the next two years and be 
ready for the campaign which must follow. 
A disrespect and contempt for and a de- 
sire to do away with the law, which arises 
from the possibility of evading the statutes 
respecting Sunday closing and the like 
(for.a pecuntary consideration) are the first 
steps, toward anarchy. What we need is 
men {M power who wil? enforce the laws. 

“It is pathetie that we have reached such 
a low standard of civilization that common 
honesty became the point at issue in the 
late reform campaign. We have been fight- 
ing for that which the whole world should 
take for granted.’’ 

Dr. Paddock emphasized the crying need 
for more settlements on the east side simi- 
lar to the one on Clinton Street. The field 
is far too large, he said, to be covered by 
one such institution. 

The Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott discussed 
the relation of the Christian to the Jew in 
the east side. He said: 

‘What we need to do to help our fellow- 
men is to lay aside, not our Christianity, 
but our sectarianism. It is said that we 
cannot reach the Jews with the Gospel in 
our hands. That is because we preach sec- 
tarianism, and not the Christian Gospel.”’ 

Dr. Abbott made a strong point by the 
dissension between the Christians and Jews, 
and said: ‘The Christians are to blame 
for it."’. 'The speaker said that he had re- 
ceived at least six invitations to address 
Jewish congregations, and that the Jews 
are susceptible ta Christian influence if 
approached in the proper fashion, opén 
handed. ‘‘ But if a Christian goes to a 
with clenched fists,’’ said Dr. Abbott, ‘‘ he 
will be met with clinched fists, and will 
deserve what he gots.’ ‘

Mme. Sembrich sang Elsa in German in 
Los Angeles on Nov. 9, and Mr. E. F, 
Kubel contributed an uncommonly good 
piece of criticism to The Herald of that 
city. He said: 

“The interest of many of the audience 
lay, however, in the interpreter of the par¢ 
of Elsa, Mme, Sembrich, the most eminent 
living exponent of the old ItaHan art of 
singing, usually called ‘ bel canto.’ She is 
an absolute master of polished legato sing- 
ing, while her work in the operas of Mozart 
and others, in which brilliancy and sym- 
pathy are demanded, have found her the 
greatest florid dramatic artist of the lighter 
class of modern times. Her yoice is a pure, 
high soprano of exquisite color, which 
ranges from C below the treble clef to F 
in alt. Doubtless the greatest of living 
artists in her own field, it was a matter 
of some curiosity with many persons to see 
how this famous colorature singer would 
demean herself and how she would pro- 
claim herself in the heavier Wagnerian 
music. ° 

“This feeling was heightened by the fact 
that Mme, Gadski, a trained Wagnerian 
singer, was placed in the cast of the Meyer- 
beer opera, while Mme. Sembrich was given 
the former's legitimate place in ‘ Lohen- 
grin.’ Then there was the irresistible desire 
to institute comparison with Nordica, last 
year's Elsa, who had been accepted as the 
greatest interpreter of the réle ever seen 
with us. But a great artist, a singer who 
possesses the fine taste and eminent abili- 
ties of Mme. Sembrich, quickly sweeps 
away such thoughts. Her art, her individ- 
uality, her force, triumph over all doubts, 
and while she may not meet the ideal of 
many in her presentation of the réle of 
Elsa, it is not to be gainsaid that in the 
flowing music of the part she rose superior 
to her surrounding and sang as a neighbor 
of mine expressed it audbbiy, ‘with the 
voice of an angel.’ 

‘‘Like Nordica, Mme. Sembrich seems to 
be drawing away from florid parts and 
adopting the broad and impressive style 
which is in contrast with the role that calls 
manly for vocal agility. As contrasted 
with Nordica it is doubtful if she will ever 
achieve the potent impressiveness which 
marks the American singer. Yet in the duet 
of the second act she rose nobly to the 
trying occasion with so magnificent a. sing- 
er as Schumann-Heink, and it is improba- 
ble that for years will be heard so royal, 
so complete, and so thoroughly interpretive 
a@ second act of this opera as was given by 
the present company.”

It may be said in passing that Mr. Knu- 
bel’s yielding to the temptation to make 
comparisons was not fortunate. There 
cannot well be any close points of resem- 
blance between the work of Mme. Sem- 
The lat- 
ter’s voice is eminently well suited to those 
dramatic réles which the former could 
never successfully undertake. 

Mme. Sembrich; will not depart from her 
established field. Elsa cannot be regarded 


as outside her province. The part is essen- 
tlally lyric. It is the soprano rcle in Wag- 
ner’s most mellifluous work, and it does not 
call for any qualifications of voice or style 
not demanded by Juliet and Marguerite. 
In fact, it is almost always in the repertoire 
of artists who sing those réles. It was in 
the repertoire of Nilsson and of Valleria, 
for examples, and it is in those of Mmes. 
Eames and Melba—the latter singin it 
only in-Italian. Mme. Melba also sings 
Elizabeth in ‘‘ Tannhiiuser,”’ and, to do her 
justice, sings it—or did sing it—very beau- 
tifully. 

There wauld be nothing to prevent Mme. 
Sembrich from singing Elizabeth and Senta 
as she already sings Elsa and Eva. There 
is no better training in the world for these 
roles than Mozart, and Mme. Sembrich is 
an unsurpassed Mozart singer. Mme. Nor- 
dica owes much of her success as a Wag- 
ner singer to her old studies of Mozart. 

One of the Western coast papers credited 
Mme. Sembrich with learning German in 
order to sing Elsa. This is amusing. She 
sang Lucia in German in Berlin in her 
earliest years on the operatic stage, and 
has lived in Dresden most of her IHife. 
German is the language used daily in her 
home. She speaks also French, Italian,

THE STRIKE AT LYNN. 


A Temporary Agreement Indicates an 
Early End of the Trouble. 


LYNN, Mass., Noy. 21.—After lasting for 
seven days, the morocco strike, affecting 
several factories and more than 1,000 men, 
appears within measurable distance of set- 
tlement. Judge Reed of Brockton,. Chair- 
man of the State Board of Arbitration and 
Conciliation, said to-night that he thought 
the trouble would end soon. Only four mo- 
roceo factories so far are directly affected, 
but a settlement of the trouble will have a 


direct bearing on all the same kind of 
leather shops in the city. 

So far the strike, only extends to the 
staking, beaming, ‘and glazing depart- 
ments of the factories of Thomas A. Kelly 
& Co., Pevear & Co., the Weber Leather 
Company, and A. B. Hoffman, but it has 
crippled temporarily most of the other de- 
partments. A temporary agreement has 
been reached, but is yet to be formally ac- 
cepted by both sides. It includes the ye 
vision that a concern shall have the right 
to discharge and hire its own men, but 
shall not discriminate against members of 
the union or its committee. The strike 
was based chiefly on the opposition of the 
manufacturers to union labor.

D and Tenth Street has been known as an 
independent plant. The acquisition of the 
McAlpin interests by the Trust is said to 
have been greatly hastened because of 
counter efforts by the Universal Tobacco 
Company, the opposition to the Trust. 

For several days reports have been cur- 
rent in Wall Street that the McAlpin inter- 
ests would shortly be found in alliance with 
the Universal, and the announcement that 
thé Trust had gotten control came as a sur- 
prise, Following upon this news came the 
announcement that the Universal Tobacco 
Company and other concerns, including the 
Havana Commercial, will in all probability 
be consolidated in the near future. This 
indicates that there is to be a sharp fight 
in the domestic tobacco trade between the 


new company and the Consolidated Tobacco 
Company. : 

The new company will, if present plans 
are carried out, manufacture tobacco, 
cigars, and cigarettes. As the American 
and Continental Cigar Company, the new 
concern merge J will be a competitor of 
the American Cigar Company also. This 
development, in connection with the com- 
petition between the American and English 
concerns, which is now very keen, makes 
the tobacco situation interesting. The capi- 
tal in these several corporations aggregates 
somewhat over $200,000,000. 


NEWS OF THE RAILROADS. 


Report that Northern Pacific Stockhold- 
ers Will Attack the Northern Se- 
curities Company Plan. 

It was. reported yesterday in Wall Street 
that some of the preferred stockholders of 
the Northern Pacific Railway Company in- 
tended to attack the plan of the Northern 
Securities Company in the courts. Re- 
garding this report a representative of one 
of thetinterests in the Securities Company 
said that there were only a very few 
shares of preferred stock held outside of 
the parties to the Securities Company plan, 
and that the latter did not anticipate that 
any such move would be successful in the 
courts, as no material interests of the 
stockholders who do not exchange their 


stock for that of the Securities Company 
are thereby jeopardized. 

Neither was any uneasiness felt, it was 
said, over the threatened combination of 
the: unassenting stockholders of the old 
Northern Pacific Railroad Company in an 
attempt to overthrow the reorganization 
plan. ‘While it was admitted that there 
might be some defects in the plan under 
which the Northern Pacific was reorgan- 
ized it was stated that these were of such 
a nature that it would be very difficult to 
use them successfully in a court of law. 

The traffic representatives in this city 
of the. various roads affected by the re- 
cent agreement are rather uneasy for the 
security of their positions, as they believe 
that a consolidation of some of the offices 
will take place. This, however, was de- 
nied by one of the Directors of the new 
company. ‘ 


TO MAKE A SIX-MILE TUNNEL. 
Southern Pacifie’s High Line Through 
the Sierras Will Be Shortened. 


TRUCKEE, Cal., Nov. 21.—That_ the 
Southern Pacific is determined to reduce 
the elevation of its present high line over 
the Sierras from Truckee to Colfax is evi- 
denced by the fact that a party of en- 
gineers has taken the field tg run prelimi- 
naries for a short cut, including a tunnel. 
They are now at work on a new line to be- 
gin at Donner Lake, with the intention of 
coming out on the Yuba River near Cisco. 
By the new tunnel the line will be reduced’ 
eight miles and the elevation of the road 
lessened 1,000 feet. The tunnel will have to 
be six miles in length.

The committee stated to the Governor 
that the railroads discriminate against the 
Porw@f New York in shipments from Buf- 
falo “and that the trade of the port suf- 
fers in consequence. They desired the Gov- 
ernor to recommend in his annual message 
to the Legislature that the powers of the 
State Board of einen Commissioners be 
so Increased that it will have power to 
prevent discrimination. 

Gov. Odell Said that he desired the State 
and its cities to prosper. He would see 
what could be done to better conditions. 

The resolutions of the commerce con- 
vention were presented by John D. Ker- 
nan of Utica, D. H. Raymond of Buffalo, 
Frank Brainard, Frank S. Gardner of 
New York City, E. H. Bucklin of Ithaca, 
and S. H. Beach of Rome. 

These resolutions advocate the construc- 
tion of a 1,000-ton-barge canal, that the 
passage of ‘‘slipshod’”’ legislation be pre- 
vented; that a system of local option in 
taxation be adopted, and that Cayuga and 
Seneca Lakes be improved. 

Gov. Odell told the committee that his 
inspection of the canals showed that a 
definite policy of improvement must be 
adopted. ¢

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SEVENTY-FIVE MAY BE 
DEAD FROM MINE FIRE 


Searching Parties Unable to Work 
Owing to Sulphur Gas. 


Twenty-nine Bodies Already Recovered 
in the Smuggler-Union Tunnel 


at Telluride, Col. 


DENVER, Col., Nov. 21.—At a late hour 
to-day twenty-nine bodies had been recov- 
ered from the S:ruggiecr-Union Mine at Tell- 
uride. At attempt was made this afternoon 
‘to enter the ninth level north, but on ac- 
count of the dersity of the smoke it was 
impossible to do so. It is stated by one of 
the officers of the company that only three 
or four men are missing, and that the total 
number of dead will not exceed twenty- 


five. 

A dispatch from Telluride says: 

“The work of rescuing bodies of miners 
who were suffocated to death in the Smug- 
gler-Union Miae yesterday was resumed at 
9 o'clock this morning. The searching 
parties were unable to work last night, ow- 
ing to the dense volumes of sulphur gas 
which permeated every portion of the 
eighteen miles of underground workings. 
It is not expected that all of the bodies 
will be recovered before midnight to-night, 
and it may take even longer. 

‘How many bodies remain the the mine 
is a matter of conjecture. The full number 
of dead will not be known until a com- 
plete roster of the employes has been se- 
cured and those who escaped accounted 
for. As many as fifty more bodies may be 
found, which would bring the total number 
of dead up Lo seventy-five. 

“The work of bringing down the bodies 
of the victims was slow and laborious, be- 
cause of the steep trail. They were placed 
upon improvised stretchers and raised upon 
the shoulders of twelve stalwart miners, 
who carried them to the Coroner's office, 
where they were laid in rows. From 150 
to 200 men were engaged in the work. 

“Horgelson and Barkley, two of the 


miners, sacrificed their lives in a vain at- 
tempt to save the lives of their associates. 
Tney had ample warning of the fire and 
could easily have escaped from the tunnel. 
Instead, they went back into the workings 
and spread the alarm. They probably suc- 
ceeded in warning only a very few of the 
men in the mine before they were them- 
selves Overcome by the deadly sulphur 
fumes. 

**The Coroner will hold an inquest on but 
one body, the verdict in this case heing 
ae sufficient to cover all of the casul- 
ties. 

‘“‘A large crowd tegan gathering at the 
Smuggler-Union Mine early this morning, 
every man volunteering to join the rescue 
parties. Only the most experienced miners 
have been chosen for the dangerous work, 
and up to 9 o'clock those selected were 
busy making preparations to safeguard 
themselves in case large bodies of smoke 
and sulphur gas should be encountered in 
the workings as the search for the dead 
progressed. ° 

‘“* Many of the victims were married men 
and left families. There is already talk of 
raising a relief fund for the widows and 
orphans, and it is quite likely that the 
State at large will be asked to assist the 
citizens of Telluride in this project.”’ 

The damage caused by the fire in the loss 
of buildings is estimated at $18,000, but the 
mine will have to be elosed for at least a 
month, 

The mouth of Bullion Tunnel, through 
which the Smuggler-Union Mines are 
worked, is situated fifty or sixty feet from 
the burned buildings. The smoke seemed 
to be drawn to the mouth of the tunnel, 
and it encircled that point as if there were 
no other place of escape. This was due to 
suction, as the air in the mine was warmer 
than that outside. On account of the suc- 
tion movement the majority of mine and 
tunnel entrances have iron doors rpady to 
lower in place at a minute's notice to stop 
smoke or fire, Unfortunately, the Bullion 
tunnel did not have one of these safe- 
guards. 

The seventh level of the tunnel is 1,750 
feet below the surface, and the ninth level, 
where between seventy-five and ninety 
miners were working when the fire oc- 
curred, is 2,000 feet down. At last accounts 
al attempts to explore this level had been 
frustrated by the smoke. Seventeen of the 
twenty-three bodies recovered were found 
in the seventh level. The fire did not 
penetrate the mine workings, and the loss 
of life was due entirely to smoke. 

The mine was originally owned by a com- 
pany, of which John Porter of this city 
wa3 President, znd A. H. Fowler Secretary 
and Treasurer. About two years ago the 
mine, with a number of others in the same 
locality was absorbed by the New England 
Exploration Company, of which B. J. Law- 
rence is now the head and one of the 
stockholders. The New England Company 
is controlled by Boston capitalists. Mr. 
Lawrence went to New York about a week 
ago. Arthur Collins, manager of the mine, 
is absent on a trip to Mexico. Jacob Filins, 
attorney for the company, left for Tell- 
uride last night to make an investigation.

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THE DIVIDING LINE. 

On the face of it the reciprocity con- 
vention in Washington was a melancholy 
failure as to its avowed object. That ob- 
ject was to secure from a body of rep- 
resentatives of the manufacturers of the 
country united action in the direction of 
extending our foreign markets through 
reciprocal reductions of tariff barriers to 
that trade. United action was attained 
only in favor of maintaining at their 
present high level the tariff rates intend- 
ed to foster favoritism and monopoly in 
the home markets 

It is useless to argue with men who 
can in the opening year of the twentieth 
century put out such sophisticai and de- 
ceptive utterances as the following: 


Resolyed—That this convention recom- 
mends to Congress the maintenance of the 
principle of protection. for the home mur- 
ket and to open up by reciprocity oppor- 
tunities for increased foreign trade by spe- 
cial modifications of the tariff, in special 
cases, but only where it can be done with- 
out injury to any of our home interests of 
manufacturing, commerce, or farming. 


This means that not a stiver is to be 
taken from any of the duties if any one 
thinks that it will lessen the special 
privileges he now enjoys. These privi- 
leges now give the power to many manu- 
facturers to charge the home consumer 
more than,the foreign consumer pays for 
goods from the same factory, but the 
abatement of this offensive injustice and 
the promotion of general trade are to be 
referred to the beneficiary of the priv- 
ileges. We must, cry the protected men, 
save all that we have. They point out 
that since 1880 manufactures have in- 
creased in value from $5,000,000,000 to 
$15,000,000,000, and they ask that the 
policies under which such results have 
been accomplished shall be maintained. 
But while manufactures have increased 
three-fold, population has increased only 
one-half. In the last twenty years, then, 
the production per capita of manufac- 
tures has advanced from $100 to $200. 
Even the protected interests admit that 
for this doubled product “ larger foreign 
markets’’ must be provided, but they 
protest that these must be got without 
diminishing the power for extortion in 
the home markets. 

Such a declaration is, we repeat, a fail- 
ure in respect to the object of the con- 
vention. But the result will not be 
wholly unfortunate if it teaches the man- 
ufacturers who are sane and who really 
have products to export, and are ready to 
deal fairly with home and foreign con- 
sumers alike, that they must cut loose 
from their more dull and greedy and less 
efficient Colleagues and bring to bear on 
Congress the same sort of political pres- 
sure that the latter use. The receivers 
of the privileges of the tariff influence 
their Representatives in Congress, 
whether in the Senate or the House, by 
fear of withdrawal of partisan support. 
The men who ask no favors, but only a 
chance for an open field abroad and at 
héme must make their Representatives 
feel that there is danger ahead if the 
swelling popular demand for freer com- 
merce be not listened to. Such danger 
there unquestionably is. If a leader of 
force and sagacity should appear at the 
head of the opposition, or if the masses 
of the Democratic Party should get tired 
of being dragged to defeat on dead is- 
sues, the anti-high-protection vote might 
be as strong as it was in 1892. Silver is 
abandoned as a National question. Sen- 
ator JonEes, who watched over the squall- 
ing infancy of the free-coinage delusion, 
and nursed it tenderly and devotedly for 
so long, has announced its demise and 
his own return to the Republican ranks. 
‘nti-imperialism is an impossible basis 
for a political organization. Emancipa- 
tion of industry, expansion of trade, op- 
position to legislative monopoly through 
special privileges in taxation, are mat- 
ters on which popular feeling is strong 
and may easily become overwhelming. If 
the manufacturers who seek the abolition 
of privilege in the interest of their own 
enterprise, and of the great body of con- 
sumers also, devote their energies to an 
organized development of this feeling, 
Congress will be forced to heed them. 
Congress most assuredly will not heed 
them until it is forced s0 to do. 











. RAINES LAW “ HOTELS.” 

In discussing the unspeakable evils of 
the Raines law hotel and the duty of the 
Legislature so to change the law that it 
shall not add a crime against public 
decency to one against public order and 
establish and foster centres of vice con- 
tagion, we are apt to forget that this 
is not a local question, of interest only 
to New York. Perhaps those who are 
interested in effecting the reforms which 
are necessary steps in the purification of 
this great city have not sought the co- 
operation of the citizens of other cities 
suffering from the same evils in degree 
proportionate to the number and char- 
acter of their population as fully as the 
facts would warrant. 

‘What the typical Raines law hotel is 
in New York we know only too well. To 
describe it correctly would place the de- 
scription in the category of unprintable 
literature, But it is the same in every 
large city of the State. In Troy, and 
the whole system of the canal towns 


copnecting Albany and Buffalo, and to 


ee 
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a less degree in most of the interior 
cities which have become railroad 
centres, the same.trouble exists. Un- 
der the fiction of this most unwise 
and short-sighted statute, so-called 
hotels which have no excuse for 
being, and which to secure the classifi- 
cation of hotels under the letter of the 
law be run as a combination of 
continuously open saloon and disorderly 
house, or be unprofitable, have sprung 
up wherever the classes which support 
them exist. They are no more tolerable 
there»than here, and ‘public opinion is 
no more indifferent to them in the small- 
er cities, where they are even more db- 
viously and ostentatiously an offense to 
good order and public morality, than in 
the boroughs of the metropolis. 

In these circumstances it should not 
be difficult to organize public opin- 
ion throughout the State so thoroughly 
as to make its demand upon the party in 
of the Legislature irresistible, 
The movement for reform should not for 
a moment be permitted to assume the 
character of a local demand of New York 
resisted by ‘‘up State” influences. The 
most powerful of the up State influences 
must, and easily may, be allied with the 
reform movement, not for the benefit of 
New York alone, but equally for the 
benefit of every city in the State in 
which the evil has assumed proportions 
eonstituting an offense to a wholesome 
public sentiment in faver of good order 
and decency.

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THE PARK AVENUE TUNNEL FRAN- 
CHISE. 

The ordinance introduced by President 
GUGGENHEIMER of the Municipal Council, 
directing the company owning and oper- 
ating the Park Avenue tunnel to change 
the motive power employed in the move- 
ment of trains through it from steam to 
electricity, possesses none of the charac- 
teristics of a “ bluff.””’ The ordinance 
was drawn by Mr. Everett P, WHEELER, 
as counsel for the Park Avenue property 
and will probably pass the 
Municipal Assembly. Whether it will 
also pass the Board of Aldermen, and if 
so whether it will receive the signature 
of Mayor VAN WryckK, are questions 
which it would be difficult to answer. If 
not it will undoubtedly be reintroduced 
under more favorable conditions after 
the first of January, and with such co- 
operation as Mayor Low can and un- 
doubtedly will give it, the prospects of its 
becoming a law are extremely good. 

The legislative branch of the City Gov- 
ernment undoubtedly has the right to 
prescribe the motive power to be used 
on Fourth Avenue between Twenty-third 
Street and Harlem River. The franchise 
under which the right of way through 
this section of the city is enjoyed by the 
roads using it consists of an ordinance 
passed by the Board of Aldermen Dec. 
16, 1832, passed by the Board of Assist- 
ant Aldermen Dec. 19, and approved by 
the Mayor Dec, 22 of the same year. 
This ordinance, called in the language of 
the document ‘‘A law to authorize: the 
New York and Harlem Railroad Com- 
pany to Construct their Railway,” grants 
to that corporation permission to con- 
struct a single or double track rkilway 
along Fourth Avenue from Twenty-third 
Street to the Harlem River under cer- 
tain conditions distinctly specified. One 
of these conditions is that if “ it shall ap- 
pear to the Mayor, Aldermen, and Com- 
monalty of the City of New York. that 
the said railways, er any part thereof, 
shall constitute an obstruction or impedi- 
ment to the future regulation of the eity, 
or the ordinary use of any street or ave- 
nue, (of which the said Mayor, Aldermen, 
and Commonalty shall be the _ sole 
judges,) the said railroad company, or 
the Directors thereof, shall, on the requi- 
sition of the said Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Commonalty, forthwith previde a rem- 
edy for the same,” &¢c. On the neglect 
or failure of the Directors of the railroad 
to comply with such requisition, and to 
do whatever other proper things the city 
authorities may require of them, the city 
may cause the tracks of the road to he 
removed and the streets and avenues re- 
stored to their original condition at the 
expense of the company. These pro- 
visions are quoted as showing that the 
franchise of the Harlem Railroad Com- 
pany, under which the railroad tracks 
along Fourth Avenue below Harlem are 
laid, is not a franchise in perpetuity, but 
a privilege subject to cancellation when 
in. the judgment of the authority confer- 
ring it the interests of the city demand 
that it shall be canceled. There is no 
statute of limitations which interposes 
between the city and its right to hold a 
corporation enjoying a conditional privi- 
lege of using its streets from enforcing 


owners, 


the conditions of such privilege. Section 
3 of the ordinance of 1882 reads: 
That the right of regulating the descrip- 


tion of power to be used in propelling car- 
riages on or along said railways, and the 
speed of the same, as well as all other 
power reserved to, the salfl Mayor, Alder- 
men, and Commonalty by the act of incor- 
poration of the said company, or any part 
thereof, be, and the same are hereby, ex- 
pressly retained and reserved. 


Section 8 provides that this ordinance 
shall not be binding upon the Common 
Council, nor shall it go into effect, until 
the railroad company shall have duly 
executed such written promise and en- 
gagement “to stand to, abide by, and 
perform all its conditions as shall be sat- 
isfactory to the Mayor, &c.,""and not until 
such instrument shall be filed, 80 certi- 
fied, in the Controller's office of this city. 
Such covenant and agreement was duly 
executed on the 22d day of- December, 
1832, by Joun Mason, Vice Président, act- 
ing for the company in the absence of 
the President, the corporate geal was af- 
fixed, and attested by the Secretary pro 
tem., Isaac ADRIANCB. In this covenant 
the company bound itself and. its succes- 
sors to ‘abide by and perform al] the 
conditions and requirements in the said 
ordinance contained,” They hold. the 
right to occupy Fourth Avenue on thege 
terms, and nothing that has since hap- 
pened has erected into a vested right the 
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privilege of operating trains between 
Harlem River and Forty-second Street. 
President GUGGENHEIMER has taken hold 
of this matter in the right way, and the 
method employed is practical. It re- 
quires no legislation, and does not de- 
pend upon anything except the willing- 
ness of the city authorities to call upon 
the successors of the company operating 
under the ordinance of 1832 to do what 
the public interest demands. The 
Board of Health has nothing to.do with 
the matter, and can co-operate only to 
the extent of specifying existing nui- 
sances and ordering their correction. The 
right to prescribe a change of motive 
power rests with the legislative branch 
of the City Government and the Mayor. 
Very powerful influences will be put 
forth to obstruct and defeat the enact- 
ment of this ordinance, but if with so 
good an opportunity the Park Avenue 
property owners do not see to it that Mr. 
GUGGENHEIMER’s ordinance is passed and 
signed, if not before Jan, 1 certainly im- 
mediately after, they will forfeit a large 
measure of the public sympathy their 
just complaints have excited. 
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FOR COMMISSIONER OF POLICE. 

That wes of course a cragy rumor 
which attributed to the Mayor-elect the 
purpose of offering the Cammissioner- 
ship of Police to the Adjutdnt General 
of the United States Army, and to the 
latter the purpaese of accepting the same. 
To suppose that Gen. CorBIN would 
throw over his professional future, con- 
sisting at least of his retirement in due 
time at the retiring pay of a Major Gen- 
eral, for the privilege of serving two 
years as Commissioner of Police of New 
York, subject to arbitrary removal not 
only by the Mayor, but also by the Gov- 
ernor, was to make the very wildest of 
suppositions. : 

And yet it is quite possible that the 
Mayor-elect has consulted the Adjutant 
Generali upon this subject, and that the 
Adjutant General has given him good 
advice. Military training was thought 
by FrRepERIcK the Great to be the best 
preparation for public employment of 
any kind. Perhaps that preference was 
professional prejudice en his part. But 
evidently it is “indicated”’ by the re- 
quirements of such a semi-military body 
as the New York police. If there could 
be infused into that body the ideals of 
honor and duty and discipline that per- 
vade the rank and file of the United 
States Army, at present the butt and 
target of ill-informed reformers, we 
have no hesitation in saying that the 
New York police force would be im- 
mensely improved. There can be ng 
doubt that Col. WARING’s military ex- 
perience helped him greatly in the ad- 
ministration as well as in the organiza- 
tion of the Street Cleaning Department, 
his administration of which was the 
most striking municipal success that 
New York has attained within the mem- 
ory of man. And the headship of the 
police is much more plainly work for a 
trained soldier than the headship of the 
Street Cleaning Department. 

We entirely reject the rumors that at- 
tribute to the Mayor-elect the purpose 
of making a Police Commissioner out of 
some retired army “swell,” who would 
be a good figurehead, no doubt, and 
would regard the pay of the place as a 
desirable addition to his retiring pen- 
sion. But there is some hard construct- 
ive work to be done in the department. 
A man in his early forties, or éyen his 
late thirties, say a Major in the line, 
would be apter to de it well than a war- 
rior who has retired on his laurels. It 
may be, as we say, that the Mayor-elect 
has consulted the Adjutant General of 
the Army. But we have a notion that he 
might secure better results by consult- 
ing, on this all-important feature of his 
administration, the Faculty of the Mili- 
tary Academy at West Point, 








A YELLOW CLERGYMAN. 

That is a very well-meant ‘ Conference 
of Charities and Correction” that was 
opened the other day in the United Char- 
ities Building. ‘It ought to be very use- 
ful by the comparison of news and views 
of people from various parts whe are 
interested in the same good work. 

And upen the whole the proceedings 
of the conference thus far have been of 
high interest and promise. But there 
has been an exception, a painful excep- 
tion. It was embodied in the person of 
the Rev. THomMas Henpricks of Roch- 
ester, who was evidently inadvertently 
invited, but who as evidently advertent- 
ly came. He came, bringing his little 
dynamite homb with him, which he se- 
creted, under his coattails or elsewhere, 
until he had a chance of exploding it un- 
der the conference. Then he exploded it 
in form and manner following, that is to 
say:

8. Werr MiToHELL said: ‘Show me the

uation of society than the life of her less 
charming and less guilty sister of the pave- 
ment. 


This is not a pleasing picture of the 
American home ag it is tending to be. 
Fortunately, there cannot have been one 
of the reverend gentleman’s hearers, as 
theré is not ane of his readers, who does 
not know that the picture is no more 
true than it is pleasing. The statistics 
of the birth rate, compared with the sta- 
tistics showing the increase of facili- 
ties, would without doubt confute and 
overwhelm the reverend slanderer of his 
country. The observation and experience 
of every educated man and every edu- 
cated woman suffice to overwhelm and 
confute him, Every such man and wo- 
man knows that the aversion to the bur- 
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den and the blessings of maternity comes 
from frivolity,,ignorance, and low ideals 
of life. These are exactly the qualities 
that any education worthy of the name 
aims to correct and remoye, and that the 
higher education of women, so far as it 
attains its purpose, does aim to correct 
and remove. 

It requires an effort to speak with 
patience of such reckless and wanton 
slander as this. But there is no occasion 
for an effort to maintain the show of 
respect for.a reckless and wanton slan- 
derer, even though he ts allowed to pre- 
fix *‘ Rev.”’ to his name. It may be that 
this person has been generalizing from 
one, or two, or three cases of which he 
has had knowledge, It is much more 
likely that he has been speaking without 
any sort of reference to the facts, and 
cut of his personal objection to an edu- 
cation which diminishes the influence of 
a certain ‘kind of clergyman by making 
it more difficult for him, as the Scrip- 
ture has it, to ‘‘take captive silly we- 
men.” The more education reduces the 
silliness the less is the power for mis- 
chief of that variety of clergyman. 

It is the variety which we shall take 
the liberty of calling the yellow clergy- 
man. And this Rochester clergyman is 
plainly of the brightest lemon chrome. 
He does not care what he says, so long 
as it looks likely to make a sensation. 
To accuse educated women, as such, of 
a tendency tg devote themselves to ‘a 
life of lust and pleasure,” is about as 
sensational an assertion as we can im- 
agine. It must exeite in the educated 
women to whose notice it is brought a 
sense of pain and indignation, and in 
their mate friends a violent tingling in 
the right beat toe. And what on earth 
has it to do with the topic in connection 
with which it was ostensibly delivered, 
“The Need of Private Homes for the 
Aged"? What the speech really indi- 
cated wag simply the desirableness that 
the speaker should’ be, we will not say 
drummed, but we may say gently wafted 
out of the pulpit to take “ assignments” 
as.the reporter of a yellow journal. In 
that case his yellowness would not take 
on the tone of blasphemy, and would not 


disgrace the profession of the Christian 
ministry. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


~——Having remarked our persistent inter- 
est in the street namé sign problem—and 
also, nq doubt, the facf that we, like so 
many of our correspondents and most 
other intelligent and progressive people, 
yearn for the abandonment of the present 
parallel system of putting up such signs, 
and the adoption in place of it of what 
may be called the right-angled system—Mr. 
JoHN A. SLEICHER has brought to our at- 
tention a device of his own which all who 
will may study in operation, as it were, at 
the southwest corner of Fifth Avenue and 
Thirty-fourth Street. It is a square lamp, 
with the avenue and street names at the 
top of each side, exactly as the old fogies 
like to have them, but down the right- 
hand side of the panels bearing the avenue 
name is the name of the intersecting street, 
and similarly placed on the side parallel to 
the intersecting street is the avenue name. 
This is a compromise between the old and 
bad system and the new and good one, and, 
like most compromises, it has its advan- 
tages and its disadvantages. Presumably 
the majority of New Yorkers could under- 
stand its complexities after a few moments 
of study, but those Oldest Inhabitants to 
whom the city became a labyrinth without a 
thread when a most marvelous Tammany 
official began to put up street signs that 
were easy instead of hard to read, would 
in all likelihood be driven quite mad on 
seeing two names on one side of a corner 
lamp, and so many of them would throw 
themselves into the first dock reached in 
their blind wanderings that the maritime 
interests of the port might be seriously in- 
convenienced. Which would be a great 
pity. The folks who could understand what 
may be described as the politico-editorial 
lamp would be better served, especially 
when they were riding on the surface cars 
—the only time when most of us look for 
signs at all—by the right-angled system in 
all its simplicity. So, all things considered, 
while we commend Mr, SLEICHER's device 
as better than the worst plan, we are 
obliged to condemn it as infefior to the 
best—which is none too good for what is 


‘going to be the city nearer to perfection 


in every respect than any other city in the 
world. . 





——If only the new and firmer—and vastly 
more dignified—measures to which our rep- 
resentative in Bulgaria is said at last to 
have resorted, result, as well they may, in 
the immediate release of Miss STONE, our 
National prestige, founded on self-respect 
and the respect of others, will have been 
saved from a great danger. In his pro- 
longed negotiations with the brigand kid- 
nappers, Mr, Dickinson has brought upon 
himself and his country humiliation after 
humiliation. We are not condemning him 
or those on whose advice he acted, for 
when life is at stake nice distinctions are 
easily ignored, but—well, it has been very 
hard to bear, this pleading and bargaining 
with criminals, this gradual raising of 
offers on the one side and this haughty 
maintenance of original demands on the 
other, and if it has come to an end the 
general relief will be very great. It was not 
with tribute and promises of immunity that 
we approached the Barbary pirates. That 
was Europe’s method of dealing with those 
able and enterprising sailors on the African 
shore, and by such means many a prison- 
er’s life was saved. DECATUR, however, 
tried another plan—let the prisoners of the 
moment take their chances and made the 
Mediterranean safe for all time and all the 
world, at least so far as Barbary pirates 
were concerned. 

* ——Chicago newspapers haying com- 
plained much of late about the telephone 
service in that city, The Electrical World 
and Engineer has been moved to deliver a 
lecture of some severity on the ignorance 
and unreasonableness displayed by all 
newspapers and by telephone patrons in 
general in criticising the dear, good com- 
panies that do so much for us. Our “ atti- 
tude,"’ according to this high authority, 
is ‘‘ amusing,’ because “it seems to he the 
firm conviction of various newspapers that 
the service in their own cities is the worst 
that exists anywhere,’’ and because ‘in 
the cities where the service is of the high- 
est grade there is some of the most out- 
rageous kicking."’ We have not ourselves 
noticed anywhere a tendency to claim to 
be the victims of culminating telephone 
wrongs, except occasionally in the matter’ 
of charges, but it is true—and quite nat- 
ural—that everywhere “*st emphasis is 
laid upon the local evils, whatever they 
may he. Qur wise contemporary thinks “ it 
is probable that Chicago's telephone ser- 
vice ig fully equal to that to be found any- 
where in the United States.’’ This ig hardly 
an dnswer to definite complaints. and the 
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same can be said of a disquisition which 
follows on the folly of those who expect 
to get from two and ten party lines the 
service given to people who pay for a line 
all to themselves, If there are any such 
complainants—which we venture to doubt— 
of course they are a very stupid lot, and 
our sympathy goes out to the telephone 
company that has to deal with them. We 
are prepared to helieve, too, that ‘‘ some 
men are s0 constituted that they honestly 
believe they have waited five minutes for 
a call when the actual period is nearer five 
seconds,"’ 
permission to take our turn at being 
“amused "’ when the learned lecturer ex- 
presses the wish that ‘‘eyery telephone 
subscriber could visit an exchange and see 
not only how the work is done, but what a 
costly outfit is required by the modern ex- 
igencies of the service.’’ What have the de- 
tails or the cost of operation to do with the 
quality of the results achieved? Much, in 
one way, to be sure, but nothing at all so 
far as concerns this controversy. 





——At almost any cost the respect and ad- 
miration which were earned by the way in 
Which the assassin CzoL_Gosz was tried, 
eonvieted, and handed over to the execu- 
tioner would have been cheap, but the Buf- 
faio authorities can well feel proud of the 
fact that not only was their course marked 
by perfect dignity, and a scrupulous regard 
for all legal and other proprieties, but the 
incidental expense was, aS compared, say, 
with the Guiteau trial, as much smaller as 
the character and tone of the proceedings 
were better. The entire expenditure, it. is 
reported, amounted to $1,799.50, of which 
$500 went to the prisoner's appointed coun- 
‘sel, $1,000sto the alienists who certified to 
his sanity, and the rest to those who 
guarded him in Buffalo and on the way to 
Auburn. This estimate makes no account 
of the time of regular court and prison of- 
ficials, but as their salaries would have 
had to be paid anyway the inaccuracy is 
only apparent. The sum is certainly mar- 
velously small, but every added dollar of 
expense would have detracted from the 
stern simplicity of the trial and served 
only to gratify the seekers after sensation 
and advertising. Buffalo sought and found 
the golden mean which is so often missed. 
She vindicated the law, increased American 
repute—and sent the murderer to his death 
swiftly, and not too swiftly. It could not 
have been better done. 





—-Again is The Washington Post in one 


of its funny little rages against Mew 
York. This fact is of no measura- 
ble importance, but The Post. is al- 


ways rather interesting when it takes this 
method of attracting our attention, and its 
present exhibition is umusually amusing. 
The excuse for the rage is the fact that 
King EpwWAarpD VII. was the only Byrepean 
potentate toasted at the recent Chamber 
of Commerce dinner, and on this small 
foundation is built up a really imposing 
structure of epithets and denunciations. 
After defining New York dinners as ‘t the 
large corporation feeds which from time to 
time pay tribute to the deity of indigestion 
and to the metropolitan lack of patriotism,” 
The Post digs out of its memory—or its 
Imagination—a really lovely story about a 
Chicago man who once said that his fel- 
low-citizens were as proud of their own 
city as New Yorkers were of London. This 
truly excellent jest introduces some inco- 
herent ravings about the Transvaal, the 
Philippines, and Wall Street, but finally 
The Post catches its feet again, and then 
we read—‘' No matter what the New York 
hucksters and bounders may think, this is 
a gigantic nation, of which Manhattan is a 
small and somewhat malodorous item.’’ 
Curiously English phrase, that ‘' hucksters 
and bounders,"' particularly as it is fol- 
lowed after an interrogatory line or two by 
‘Certainly it is not because England or 
Englishmen contribute chiefly to our Na- 
tional prosperity and expansion. Altogeth- 
er the best and most wholesome additions 
to our population have been made by Ger- 
many, Sweden, and Norway. These have 
helped to build up the country. They and 
the Irish make*the bone and sinew of the 
imported element. Why is it necessary to 
foast the British monarch and ignore such 
foreign rulers as WILLIAM II. of Germany? 
Why is it necessary to toast any foreign 
ruler of whatever nationality? Why, in- 
deed, save for the gayety of nations?” 
Not altogether on that account, dear one, 
but partly for the sake of that other not 
wholly inconsequential element, the exist- 
ence of which was admitted, by involuntary 
implication, when you referred to “ the im- 
ported element.’’ We are all ‘‘ imported,” 
but some have been here a good while, 
and, with or without reason, insist on 
thinking that they are It. 


From Reciprocity to Free Trade.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In answer to yours of Oct. 31 I would say 
I am well aware of the fact that my views 
on the tariff question are too radical, too 
extreme, to meet with favorable considera- 
tion on the part of your readers and of the 
general public, and yet I have not reached 
my present standpoint without many years 
of careful study and consideration of the 
subject. 

Ten years ago I supposed that I stood 
entirely alone among merchants, and that 
I could not have found any one who shared 
my views, but recently I have talked with 
quite a number of thoughtful men, who 
are about ready to admit that I am right. 

Of course they are not men who have 
special interests to subserve, but are men 
who look upon the whole question from the 
standpoint of the greatest good to the 
greatest number. 

I believe that the Custom House office is 
an enemy of the human race and of human 
liberty, and that the whole system should 
be legislated from the face of the earth 
as soon as it can be done without too much 
interference with the regular course of 
trade. - 

I am in favor of reciprocity, because i: is 
in the direetion of free trade, and I.be- 
lieve that all legislation on this question 
shoyld tend in that direction. I believe, 
however, that we should approach it by 
slow and easy stages with the purpose of 
reaching it at some distant day. 

It is only a short journey from Engiand 
to Germany through France, Belgium, and 
Holland, but the traveler who makes the 
trip has to have his baggage examined by 
four Custom House officers and is com- 
pelled to submit to great delay and vexa- 
tion. - 

This shows that each country is trying to 
derive a revenue from travelers and mer- 
chandise arriving from adjoining countries, 
but if Holland buys goods of Belgium and 
the importer pays duty upon them, the 
duty is added te the cost of the goods, and 
if they are consumed in Holland, the 
Dutchman has to pay the price after a]}; 
hence, there is no real gain to the import- 
ing country, and the people in each country 
have to pay for the support of their own 
Government. 

Now, let these five countries do uway 
with the Custom House officer as between 
themselves and give perfect freedom to the 
traveler and the merchant to come and go 
as he pleases. Can there be any doubt 
that it would give an enormous impetus to 
trade and travel and exchange of cornmo- 
dities and result in great good to all con- 
cerned?

reached his destination; if this had contin- 
ued up to the present time the trip to 
Washington would be an entirely different 
affair from what it is to-day. 

The process of abolishing the tariff duties 
has proceeded very rapidly during the last 
fifty years. Fifty years ago every king- 
dom, principality, and duchy in Germany, 
Austria, and Italy—some of them not larger 
than some of our counties—had customs of- 
ficers all along their borders, demanding 
revenué and passports from travelers. Now 
this is all done away with, and you can 
travel from one end to the other of any of 
\' these countries with perfect freedom. 





Three years ago the Custom House officer | 
could be found, or he would find you, on all | 


the roads leading to each of the twenty- 
seven States of Mexico. Now, 
the enlightened policy of President Diaz 
and his Government, you can travel from 
one end to the other of that great republic 
with perfect freedom. 

It is the same in the Dominion of Canada, 
and, in fact, in all civilized countries; and 
all experience proves that where the Cus- 
tom House barriers have been broken down 
there has followed an enormous increase in 
travel and interchange of commodities. 


Who would attempt to claim that our own’ 


enormous internal trade, our inter-State 
commerce, could have been built up if there 
had been Custom House barriers at the bor- 
ders of every State? 

The Government has got to be supported 
and the people of each country have to pay 
the cost; whether it is paid to the Internal] 
Revenue officer or the Custom House of- 
ficer matters but little. Those who use, 
pay in any event, and pay in exact propor- 
tion to what they use. 

For these and other reasons I believe in 
reciprocity so far as it can be equitably 
extended, and then in legislation in the 
direction of absolute free trade, but by easy 
stages, so that yalues will not be unneces- 
sarily destroyed. 3 

When all Custom House barriers are re- 
moved and perfect freedom of intercourse 
for the traveler and merchant has been 
established, then let the countries that can 
raise coffee, tea, cotton, breadstuffs, or 
any other commodity raise it for the 
world’s use. Then will the comforts and 
blessings of life and the good things which 
mother earth provides for her children be 
of greater benefit to the human race than 
they possibly could be under present condi- 
tions. With free trade the wide world over, 
with our wonderful resources, with our 
enormous capital, with the skill, industry, 
and enterprise of our people, such an era of 
prosperity would dawn upon our country as 
the wildest visionary has never dreamed of. 

In answer to your question A, I would say 
that the law providing for the tax of 10 
cents per pound on tea, which was enacted 
for the purpose of providing money to carry 
on the Spanish war, should be repealed at 
once, as the money is no longer needed, and 
as it adds from 10 to 100 per cent. to cost 
of all tea and places the heaviest burden 
upon the consumers of the cheaper teas, 
who are without doubt the poorest of our 
people.

EXCISE LAWS CONDEMNED. 


Mr. Guggenheimer Declares They Are 
Survivals of a Superstitious Past. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The excise laws which govern the liquor 
business in this State are a survival of the 
unfittest. They have come to us as an 
inheritance from the epoch which enacted 
legislation for the punishment of witches 
and imposed a sentence of banishment upon 
theological heresy. They smack too much 
of the exploded fallacy that exclusion from 
temptation produces moral betterment. 
They are to-day a social anachronism and 
would have long since been removed from 
the statute books but for the fact that 
thousands of reputable narrow-minded per- 
sons, whose good intentions are in direct 
proportion to their predjudices, are bent 
on preserving them. 

The great cities of the world at least 
have learned the universal truth that men 
eannot be made good and virtuous by 
statute. ‘No prohibitory laws have ever 
converted a drunkard to sobriety or saved 
a weakling from that degradation. The 
residents of our cities have certain rights. 
They are entitled to the fullest possible 
measure of life and enjoyment consistent 
with the organic law. 

The Constitution of the United States 
recognizes neither religious doctrines nor 
religious ceremonies nor religious holidays, 
It is true that regulations as to the observ- 
ance of Sunday by thme various States 
would be upheld as Consfitutional on the 
ground that they constitute a valid exer- 
cise of the police power. But laws which 
compel saloons to keep closed on Sundays 
are not only based upon a historic error, 
but are absolutely unfair in their operation. 
Although such was not the intention of 
their framers, they work a discrimination 
between the rich and poor, Statutes which 
prevent laboring men from purchasing a 
glass of beer on Sunday and do not press 
upon the habitué of clubs should be ab- 
rogated. 

No business houses which supply the 
community with the necessaries or quasi-‘ 
necessaries of life should be prehibited 
from keeping open during reasonable hours 
on Sunday. The excise laws which exist 
to-day upon the statute books of the State 
of New York should be amended, because 
they conflict with the spirit of the Con- 
stitution of the United States, they come 
to us from a supetstitious past and they 
work a grevious injustice to the poorer 
elements of the community.

EX-SUPT. MEADE’S STATEMENT. 


“To the Editor of The New York Times: 

There appears to-day in yous news col- 
umns under the heading, ‘‘ Sale of City 
Garbage Scows Stopped,’’ some statements 
which impugn not only my own integrity, 
but also that of the late James McCartney, 
who I believe was an honest man. 

The relations between the Barney Dump- 
ing Boat Conpany and myself, which Mr. 
Delehanty’s statements in his affidavits 
imply were corrupt and were connived at 
by Commissioner McCartney, were as fol- 
lows: 

When Havana was occupied by the Unit- 
ed Srates Government in December of 1808, 
and plans for cleaning that city were be- 
ing discussed, the Barney Dumping Boat 
Conipany, whose dumpers were at that time 
employed by the Street Cleaning Department 
under my direction and control, asked me 
to go to Havana to make for them an en- 
gineering investigation and report on refuse 
disposal ‘conditions there, in order that 
they might decide whether they could ex- 
tend their business in that direction. ; 

At the same time they asked Cémmis- 
sioner McCartney for my services for this 
work, as they knew of no one so ' welk 
equipped by experience to give them such a 
report as they needed, and there was no 
one in their company they* could send. 
After some discussion with Mr. McCartney, 
it was decided that, as I could at that 
time leave my department work for a short 
time without making too great an accumu- 
lation for my return, that I'‘take leave of 
absence without pay from the department 
and niake the report. I went to Hayana, 
Was absent about three weeks, made my 
teport to the Barney Company, received 
my compensation therefor, and returned to 
my work in the Street Cleaning Depart- 
ment, This is the ‘‘employment’”’ referred 
to in the above-mentioned article, and the 
only one that eyer took place. 

It is perfectly true that the use of the 
Delehanty boats was discontinued by Mr. 
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McCartney upon my report, and since the 
discontinuange of their use deprived Mr,’ 
Delehanty of a daily royalty of $20, he per- 
haps fs not. to be blamed for secking their 
re-employment by preventing their sale, 
That the cessation of operation was due to 
the influence of the Barney Dumping Boat 
Company over gither Mr. McCartney or 
myself. I most emphatically deny. Indeed, 
Mr. McCartney's Tammany connections 
with Mr. Nixon, the builder, end with the 
patentee, Mr. Delehanty, made him ex. 
tremely desirous to continue their use, 
which he did just as iong as he had no 
cheaper way of doing the work they did. 
I resigned from tne Street Cleaning De- 
partment last January, and I believe the 
conditions of refuse Jisposal ar2 not so 
different to-day but that the report I 
made in 1899 would still hold goad, in so 
far as it would not warrant the use of 
these boats on an economical basis. I am 
torday as willing to stand by. the findings 
of that report aS Mr. McCartney was then, 
after a. careful review of the eonditions 
and conférence with other authorities than

for the sake of relieving the Street Ciean- 
ing Department of the burden of earryi 

a plant which practical experience prove 
ceuld not be operated on. the lines laid 
down by theory, and cost more to opera 
than other means at the city’s disposal. 
think I may fairly say that I am better 
qualified from my three years’ experience 
under Col. Waring to speak authoritatively 
eon this matter than elther Mr. Nixon cr 
Mr. Delehanty. 

It may be well in closing to call atten. 
tion to the fact that of the millions of 
cubic aves of cellar excavations that are 
annually carried trom the New York front 
and deposited outside Sandy Hook Light- 
ship, not a yard is removed except by a 
barge and tugboat system; and that since 
the Delehanty boats were laid up by the 
city they have been igoked over by men 
who aim to conduct this process of cellar 
dirt removal as profitably as possible, 
"Phesé men have invariably, upon first ine 
spection, rejected them as economically 
unfeasible. 

These boats were not laid up soon after 
Col. Waring went out of office, as stated 
in the article. They were not ready for 
work until ahout that time, and were oper- 
ated by Mr. McCartney for over a year in 
order to give them as full and complete 2 
trial as possible. Six months after they 
began work their operative cost was pretty 
definitely determined, but it was possible 
to operate them six months longer more 
economically than a certain portion of the 
work could have been done had they net 
been used. In January, 1899, the depart- 
ment had available cheaper means of doing 
the work then done by these boats. 

Great political pressure was brought to 
bear upon Mr. McCartney to continue their 
use, as the patent rights of the boais haa 
been turned cover to 2 stock company 
known as the Balsa Transportation Com- 
pany, scme of whose stock was held by 
prominent Tammany men, and it must be 
registered to Mr. McCartney's credit that 
when he had satisfied himself that he 
could do nis work more cheaply than with 
thes? boats he discontinued their use. He 
did not favor selling them, as he hoped 
the time might come when they would be 
useful. 

The opinion of those most familar with 
that work, as well as myself, is that such 
a time will never come.

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FRENCH MINE STRIKE MAY 
BE ORDERED THiS WEEK. 


Delegates to Decide the Question in a 
Day or Two—5,300 Men Have 
Already Quit Work. 

PARIS, Noy. 22.—The situation in the 
mining centres of France is again ap- 
proaching a climax. The next day or two 
will see a definite decision upon the ques- 
tion of a general strike. The result of the 
recent referendum, while it gave a ma- 
jority in favor of a strike on the actual 
number who voted, actually indicated that 
a very considerable number of the miners 
were either opposed to a strike or not 
enthusiastic. This impelled the Federa- 
tion officials to put off a strike declara- 
| tion-on the plea that it was advisable to 
| await the decision of the commission of 
the Chamber of Deputies engaged in study- 

ing the demands of the miners. 

It now appears unlikely that the com- 
mission will satisfy these demands, and the 
extreme partisans are endeavoring to force 
the hand of the Federation officials in 
favor of a strike. 

Already a partial strike has broken out 
in @ coal field in the Department of the 
Nord, where a general meeting of miners 
voted on Wednesday in favor of a strike, 
and sent a dispatch to M. Cotte, Secretary 


| of the Federation, calling upon him to de- 
} clare a strike immediately. 


M. Cotte de- 
clines to assume the responsibility, and 
announces the holding of a final consulta- 
tion of delegates of the varlous mining 
centres and the publication of their de- 
cision in the course of a day or so. 

In the meantime the committee of the 
important Pas de Calais District has pub- 
lished a manifesto against the declaration 
of a strike until the commission of the 
Chamber of Deputies shall have concluded 


its labors, and a similar feeling is evinced 
in other districts. 

Indications, therefore, go to show that 
the strike, even if declared, will be only 
partial, and that it is doomed in advance 
to failure. 

The Belgian and British miners, who 
have been consulted, have refused to reduce 
the output, although they have promised to 
give financial aid. Consequently the oppo- 
nents of the strike predict that the object 
of the French strikers will be defeated by 
the invasion of foreign coal, including 
American. 

The situation at present is that 4,300 out 
of the 15,000 miners in the Department of 
the Nord haye struck, and that about 1,000 
have gone on strike in the adjacent pits of 
the Pas de Calais Djstrict. The movement 
is spreading in the Department of the 
Nord, and it is asserted that all the miners 
there will cease work to-day. 

Thus far complete order prevails, but an 
imposing force of gendarmes, infantry, and 
cavalry has been billeted in every coal field 
in order to be ready to cope with any dis- 
order.

21.—The Committee of the 
Municipality appointed to deal with the 
Unter den Linden controversy between the 
Emperor and the Municipality has capitu- 


lated, and to-day adopted, by a vote of 9 
to 2, his Majesty’s plan for the projected 
electric line. 











The plan of Emperor William was to have 
the proposed electric connecting road across 
Unter den Linden pass underneath that 
thoroughfare. 

The Municipality planned to have the 
road pass over the thoroughfare. 


CAN'T BUY CORONATION SEATS. 


King Edward Decrees that No Aliens, 
Except Those Invited, Are to 
be Present, 

LONDON, Nov. 22.—King Edward has 
checkmated the thrift} British peers and 
others who proposed to line their pockets 
with American and Continental gold by the 
sale of their seats In Westminster Abbey 
for the coronation ceremony, by decreeing 
that, except in an official capacity, none 
but British subjects are to be present. 

His Majesty has decided that the mere 
fact of any seat being sold dispossesses 
both the seller and the buyer from the right 
of occupying it. 

It is understood that large sums have 
been offered, both in America and Europe, 


for seats in the Abbey on the occasion of 
the coronation. 











GERMAN PRAISE FOR MR. HAY, 





Papers Approve His Utterances at the 
Chamber of Commerce Banquet. 
BERLIN, Nov. 21.—The evening papers 
print long summaries of Secretary Hay’s 
speech at the banquet of the New York 

Chamber of Commerce on Tuesday. 
The Berliner Neueste Nachrichten says: 
‘This utterance of the American states- 
man, in all its parts, deserves the applause 
of those nations which, in a similar spirit, 
seek satisfaction for their need of expan- 


sion in peaceful competition in the world's 
markets. All serious political and business 
circles in.Germany are convinced that East 
Asia,,.particularly offers room, for many 
; years to come, for all trading nations. 

‘' As for the political relations between 
Germany and the United States, Secretary 
.Hay’s speech corresponds with the tradi- 
‘tions’ of 'Prusso-German  statesmanship, 
| gince the American Revolution, to keep the 
mutual relations of the two countries upon 
a footing of sincere friendship. It is to be 
hoped that the spepal will have the effect 
in the United States of removing what- 
ever grounds still remain for anti-German 
sentiments, which are fostered in London.” 

The Berliner Tageblatt points out that 
the Monroe Doctrine was less sharply em- 

hasized by Secretar Hay than it has 
been by Senator Lodge. It regards the 
speaker's references to reciprocity treaties 
as being all in the traditional spirit of pro- 
reouen of domestic industry, and as orac- 
ular.

Col. Arthur Lynch Returned to 
Parliament from Galway. 








Doubt Whether He Will Try to Take His 
Seat—His Election May Be Quashed 
on the Ground that He Is 
a_ Traitor.

LONDON, Nov. 22.—-There is no doubt 
that Arthur Lynch, who has been elected 
to Parliament from Galway, led the so- 
called Irish contingent against the Brit- 
ish flag in South Africa. It seems im- 
possible that he should attempt to come 
to England to take his seat. 

He is a handsome young Irishman, im- 
pulsive, emotional, and sentimental. The 
apparent disposition of the London press 
to make light of hig South African ven- 
ture is suggestive,

On the whole the polling was conducted 
with comparative orderliness. A large ad- 
ditional force of police prevented numer- 
ous street scrimmages, which were the out- 
come of drunkenness, from developing se- 
riously. Women were conspicuous in these 
affairs, and many of them were arrested. 
In the event of Col. Lynch's election being 
quashed on the ground that he is a traitor 
Mr. Piunkett says he will decline to take 
the seat thus reverting to him. He will 
ve “returned straight’ or not at all. 


Col.. Lynch’s friends seem satisfied that 
he will attempt to take the seat. 








An address which Col, Arthur Lynch is- 
sued to the electors of Galway City in- 
dicated tNat he did not regard his recent 
war service with the Boers as a4 bar to his 
representation of a constituency in the 
House of Commons. 

The address, in the opinion of the London 
newspapers, was of a singularly pacific 
character. Col. Lynch promised, if elected, 
to work hard for the Industrial develop- 
ment of Ireland by Irishmen, and to strive 
to secure for the port of Galway the ad- 
vantage of a line of transatlantic steam- 
shine serving between the United States, 


ireland, and England, 
The result of the election is the_more 


surprising since the Right Hon. Horace 
Curzon Plunkett was supported, or believed 
to be supported, by a number of National- 
ists. In his address to the electors he re- 
ferred to this fact, although refraining 
from casting aspersions on his opponent 
owing to the latter having borne arms 
against Great Britain. 

Mr. Plunkett is Vice President of the 
Department of Agriculture and Technical 
Instruction for Iréland, and it is regarded 
as advisable that he should haye a seat in 
Parliament in order to represent the de- 
artment in the same manner as the Min- 
eters represent their seyeral bureaus. Mr, 
Plunkett reminded the electors of this, and 
also that he had striven to administer the 
department with the strictest political im- 
partiality. 

Col. Lyneh has not set foot on British 
soil since his service with the Boers ended. 
He is now living in Paris.

Robert Morris. 

Robert Morris, who died at San Francisco 
on Nov. 15, was the second son of the late 
William Lewis Morris of this city and 
nephew of Robert Morris, Recorder of the 
city, and of Lewis Gouverneur Morris, the 
well-known gentleman stock breeder. They 
were of the 6ld Morrisania family and de- 
scended from the famous Chief Justice of 
the Province through his grandson Richard 
Morris, the first Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of the State of New York un- 
der the Constitution of 1777. 

Robert Morris was born in New York in 
1888, and was graduated from Yale Col- 
jege in 1858. After his graduation he stud- 
ied for the law, but the attack on Fort 
Sumter changed his plans. He enlisted in 
the Seventh agtpens and marched with it 
from Annapolis to Washington. Later he 
enlisted in the First New York Regiment 
of Volunteers, was commissioned Captain 
in that motley organization, and served 
with it throughout the Peninsula campaign, 
and at Gaines Mill, when the regiment was 
disbanded, he was mustered out. 


After a few years of life in New York, 
Mr. Morris removed to San _ Francisco, 
where he lived until his death. The last 


resting place of this branch of the family 
is the Morris-Ludlow vault, in old Trinity 
Churchyard. 


Samuel B. Huey, 
PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 21.—Samuel B. 
Huey, President of the Philadelphia Board 
of Education, and one of the leading law- 
yers of the city, died at his home here to- 
day after a short illness, He was fifty- 


eight years old and was born in Pittsburg.

JAMES WILSON ARROWSMITH died at his 
home, near South Branch, N. J., yesterday, 
aged eighty-six years. He was stricken 
with paralysis last Friday, and had been 
in a semi-conscious condition ever since. 
Mr. Arrowsmith was a son of the late 
Judge Arrowsmith of Bedminster t6wnship.

ST. LOUIS, Nov. 21.—Capt. John Lawson, 
who built the first locomotive in England 
and who was the oldest engineer in the 
United States, is dead here. He was born in 

Manchester, England, on Aug. 8, 1805. 

When still a boy, he was apprenticed to 
George Stephenson, the inventor of the loco- 
motive, and under his direction built the 
first engine. He served as a locomotive 
engineer on, various railroads in this coun- 
try for many years, inetpally in the East 
and South, abandoning that line of work 
to go into the steamboat business, in fol- 
lowing which he made a fortune in the 
Cumberland River trade, He will be buried 
in Paducah, Ky., where he lived for fifty- 
six years.

NEW POLO RATINGS. 


Foxhall Keene and J. M. Waterbury, Jr., 
Lead the List with 10 Goals Each. 
Chairman H, L, Herbert of the Polo As- 

sociation issued yesterday the revised 

handicap list which is designed chiefly to 
show the standing of the polo players at 
the close of the season. It is the first time 
that a Fall handicap list has ever been 
issued, but the committee felt that it would 
be advisable as an aid to forming the 
Spring handicap list as well as forming an 
estimate of the work of the season. The 
committee has been extremely critical in 
its judgnients, and more reductions in han- 
dicap allowances have been made than ad- 
vances. One of the most notable advances 
is that of J. M. Waterbury, Jr., who has 
been raised from 8 to 10, the high-water 
mark that has been enjoyed for several sea- 
sons by Foxhall Keene. The latter still re- 
mains at that figure, but his former part- 
ner at 10, Thomas Hitchcock, Jr., is re- 
duced to 8. This is due to the fact that he 
has not appeared actively in polo since 
he was severely injured three years ago. 

Lawrence Waterbury, who was advanced 

to the 10 mark two years ago, and then 

reduced to 8, is favored with an advance 
of one, now standing at 9, a position which 

he shares with John L, Cowdin and R. L. 

Agassiz, the latter also being advanced 

from 8, and now standing at the head of 

the Myopia polo players. ___ 

Foxhall Keene and the Waterbury broth- 
ers still remain members of the Lakewood 
Polo Club. Albert E. Kennedy of the same 
club gets a substantial advance from 6 to §, 
he being one of the few men to be raised 
2 points. Benjamin Nicoll is reduced from 
7 to 6, and Peter Martin comes down to i, 
from 2. George J. Gould remains at his 
old handicap of 3 goals. 

The Rockaway Club shows the most sub- 
stantial gains in members, its present list 
of polo players being 36 against 28 that 
were registered last May.

STATE FAIR AT SYRACUSE. 


Annual Exhibition Wilk Last Only One 
Week Next August. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 21.—The State Fair 
Commission, at its meeting in this city, de- 
cided to hold its next fair at Syracuse dur- 
ing the week commencing Aug. 25, 1902. 
While a two-weeks’ fair has been under 


hold it but for one week. The Treasurer 
reported that there would be a deficiency 
resulting from the fair held in September 
last of $20,000 to $24,000. This is con- 


siderably less than the estimated deficiency, 
which was placed by some at $40,000. 

The deficiency is due mainly to inclement 
weuther and the excitement attending the 
assassination of President McKinley, which 
took place during the period when the fair 
was held. The Commissioners believe that 
one good day would have more than made 
up the deficiency. Grand circuit races will 
held in connection with the fair, pro- 
vided the Board of Control can arrange 
a date during the week of the fair. If 
not, independent races will be held and 
prizes offered of a magnitude sufficient to 
attract the best entries. It was the pre- 
sentiment at the meeting that a 
larye appropriation should not be asked 
for this year. It is believed that $50,000 
or $6,000 will be all that will be required 
to pay the deficiency and provide funds 
for suitable premiums. The commission 
has been offered the cases, tables, and 
other fixtures which were used to exhibit 
the agricultural and_horticultural displays 
of the State at the Pan-American Exposi- 
tious.

Yale and Harvard Anxious for the 
Big Contest To-morrow. 


COLUMBIA PLAYERS AT HOME 


Sanford’s Cripples Staid Out of Prac- 
tice—Time to Get Eleven in Shape 


for the Indians. 


With the football contest. to-morrow at 
Cambridge between the Yale and Harvard 
elevens will go the championship of the 
year, and the weeks of hard practice and 


trials attendant on the training for a big: 


football eleven will be considered as noth- 
ing by the victors, compared to the more 
Satisfactory conditions generated by the 
feeling that a dangerous and worthy foe 
has been disposed of. 

The teams of Yale and Harvard are 
keyed up to the highest possible pitch, and 
what is more to the point, few if any 
hard luck stories are being heralded from 
the training quarters of either side. The 
men in both squads are in excellent shape, 
though the Yale coaches did not seem par- 
ticularly. jubilant yesterday .because the 
scrubs made a couple, of touch-downs 
against the 'Varsity, the last time, by the 
way, that this hardworking set of fellows 
will have the opportunity to ‘“‘show up” 
the ’Varsity eleven this year, for they 
broke training yesterday, after giving three 
cheers for their fellows who will go against 
Harvard in the final struggle of the year 
to-morrow. 


YALE'S LAST PRACTICE CEREMONIES. 


The Yale 'Varsity team finished the sea- 
son's training yesterday afternoon at Yale 
field with the regular ceremony of burn- 
ing the old uniforms, the graduating mem- 
bers of the team dancing around the flames 
singing the Omega Lambda Chi song; after 
that, the scrub team broke training with 
three cheers for the ’Varsity. About a 
thousand undergraduates marched to the 
field and cheered the open practice, sing- 
ing the songs to be used at the Harvard 
game. In spite of the fact that the ’Varsity 
will need all its strength in the game to- 
morrow, Mr. Stillman put the team through 
a hard half against a strong setond eleven. 
A half hour was spent in going through 
the signals, which were worked accurately 
and with great rapidity. The team will 
probably play fairiy straight football in the 
Crimson game, using only a few variations 


on the adopted tackles-back. The Yale 
tackles this year are not overrapid, and 
they will hardly be used as much as last 
year. It is said that this year’s team has 
learned fewer new plays than any recent 
Yale team. 

Goss, Gould, Olcott, Swan, and Hart 
played only a short time yesterday, and De 

aulles did not go in at all. Ferguson, Kun- 
zig, Johnson, Ward, and Owsley were ysed 
as substitutes to good effect. Owsley is 
the freshman half back, and is the only 
freshman team man to be used in to-mor- 
row’s game. The fs jag ran the ball to 
one touch-down, and the scrubs_ scored 
twice, on heavy line and fast end plays, 
from the 15 yard line. Bloomer, Rodgers, 
Brown, and several other ceaches played 
on the second team. There is not as much 
confidence here to-night as there was a 
week ago, and the Yale team goes to Cam- 
bridge prepared to fight a hard game. 

Cheered by eight thousand students, grad- 
uates, and outsiders, Harvard's football 
team went through sharp open practice on 
Soldiers’ Field yesterday afternoon.

Twenty-five Dollars Offered by Specu- 

lators for Ordinary Seats. 

Special to The New York Times. 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 21.—Tickets 
for the Yale-Harvard football game on 
Saturday are selling to-night at a higher 
premium than was ever known before, two 
days before the championship game. Ev- 
ery one of the 35,000 seats on Soldiers’ Field 
has been taken, and persons who are 
anxious to see the game are offering 
fabulous prices for entrance slips. Twenty- 
five dollars is a common price for ordinary 
seats, and in some cases deals involving 
much larger amounts have been put 
threugh. The chief factor in this bqund 
upward is the fight which is being waged 


between speculators and the athletic man- 
agement, 

Students are forbidden to sell _ their 
tickets on fear of a refusal of all athletic 
privileges at Harvard, and Manager 
chweppe has spotters at every point, see- 
ing that the order is enforced. Several 
unwary students have already been en- 
trapped, and they will be made examples 
of. In one case Schweppe’s agent paid 
as high as $15 merely to trap a student, 
who was particularly bold in speculating 
with the admission cards. As a result of 
this war speculators are finding tickets 
as scarce as hen’s teeth, and what few 
seats they have they are hanging on to for 
dear life. They realize that on the day 
of the game these seats will command 
almost any figure, and they are not part- 
ing with them at one cent less than their 
price. Another thing that makes the seats 
valuable is the fact that no one but 
stuaents has as yet been able to. secure 
admission to the field. 

The 35,000 tickets already taken have 
gone to students and graduates alone, and 
for the first time in Harvard's mame 
there will be no public sale of football 
seats. For this reason outsiders ‘are 
clamoring on every hand, and those who 
have the money are willing to pay almost 
any price to gratify therr wants. 

President Roosevelt, who two years ago 
led the cheering for Harvard at the game 
with Yale, in reply to an invitation from 
the Harvard management to attend Sat- 
urday’s game, to-night sent the following 
telegram: 

‘*T regret more than I can say that it is 
utterly impossible for me to come. Will 
you please give my good wishes to the 
team and say that 1 am sure they can win 
and that I count upon their playing with- 
out a let-up from the first to the last.” 


Football Games at Harvard. 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 21.—Harvard 
is enjoying an unusual number of football 
games this week. This afternoon the 
juniors won the class championship from 
the sophomores in a well-contested game by 


a score of 11 to 5. To-morrow the Har- 
vard and Yale Law School teams will play 
at Soldiers’ Field in the first of a probable 
series. There will be no rule of eligibility 
except that every player must be a bond 
fide student. The Harvard team is ex- 
pected to win easily. They have practicaily 
the same players who won the Harvard 
scrub football championship this Fall. Burr 
Clark Chamberlain, Yale’s Captain in 1898, 
will referce. The Yale team arrived in 
Boston to-night. All their expenses are paid 
by the Harvard management. 


GOOD ATHLETIC FINANCES. 


Championship Committee of the A. A. 
U. Shows a Large Balance—Bright- 
er Outlook in Baltimore. 

Among other things which escaped notice 
during the recent meeting of the Amateur 
Athletic Union was the report of the 
Championship Committee. It was made 
public by Secretary James BE. Sullivan yes- 
terday and shows the creditable balance 
on hand-at the present time of $2,129.65. 
This is nearly four times as much as the 
balance of a year ago. The receipts from 
the boxing and wrestling championships 
were $996.62, the largest single item. The 
track and field championship receipts were 
$588. In dues, sanction fees, and registra- 
tions the Metropolitan Association con- 
tributed the largest share of the different 
associations, $748.28. The New England As- 
sociation came next with $224.90. The to- 
tal receipts for the year were $3,972.80 and 
the expendiutres $2,020.05. The champion- 
ship contests held during the year were 
the National handicap meeting, junior Na- 
tional championships, senior National cham- 
pionships, all around championships, swim- 
ming and water pote championships, gym- 
nastic championships, cross-country cham- 
pionships, basket ball championship in Chi- 
cago and won by the Ravenswood Young 
Men’s Christian Association.. The Cham- 
pionship Committee last year was composed 
of James E. Sullivan, Walter H. Liginger, 

and Dr. B. Merrill Hopkinson. 

Dr. B. Merrill Hopkinson, President of 
the Atlantic Association of the Amateur 
Athletic Union, has returned home and is 
going to inaugurate a _ vigorous policy 
toward thé encouragement of athletics in 
Baltimore and the adjacent territory. The 
cessation of the war which has been waged 
by twelve clubs in the vicinity with great 
success against the Amateur Athletic 
Union has made the outlook brighter for a 
livelier year in amateur sport. The man- 
agers of the local association will meet in 
a few days and make the necessary ar- 
rangements to receive the outside clubs 
back into the fold, and these clubs will 
soon dissolve their organization. The pro- 
cess of redistricting will soon be accom- 
plished, The most important feature about 
this is that it cuts Baltimore off from ath- 
letic affiliation with Philadelphia, prac- 
tieally permitting Baltimore to control the 
athletic management in what will now be 
the Middle Atlantic District. Philadelphia 
will be the head of the Atlantic Associa- 
tion. An effort is being made, it is said, 
by many of the amateur athletes in Pitts- 
burg who are dissatisfied with the profes- 
sional taint that has been heaped upon 
amateur sport in that city to come into the 
Atlantic Association with some good clubs, 
and some applications are liable to be 
forthcoming in a few days. 


Twenty-third Regiment Games. 


The annual games of the Twenty-third 
Regiment Athletic Association will be held 
to-morrow evening “in the armory, 1,322 
Bedford Avenue, Brooklyn. The entry 
list is aeoeonely large, 130 members of 
the regiment having entered the twenty 
events which will comprise the programme. 
Special features will be an intercollegiate 
one-mile relay race between Pennsylvania 
and Columbia Universities and a one-mile 
interscholastic relay race, open to the 
schools of Greater New York. in which 
teams from the_ Brooklyn Boys’ High 
School, Erasmus Hall High School, Pratt 
Institute, and Peter Cooper’s High School 
will compete. 


For Princeton’s Gymnastic Team. 

PRINCETON, N. J., Nov. 21.—The candi- 
dates for the Princeton University gymna- 
sium team reported for practice to-day. 
The squad is composed of about thirty 
men. All except one of the members of 
last year’s team are still in the university, 
and indications point to a strong team. 
An exhibition will be given early in Janu- 
ary to determine ‘the all-around champion

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


Yesterday was a distressing day for 
the bears in the stock market who, since 
the commencement of the week, have 
been aggressively and persistently sell- 
ing stocks short, in.the belief that the 
larger interests in the Street were averse 
to any bull market at this time, and that 
accordingly prices. were bound to yield 
materially. So confident, indeed, were 
these bears that in the early trading 
yesterday they put out a further Ifne of 
short stock, being encouraged thereto 
by the suggested conference of Western 
Governors to discuss, and, if. possible, to 
proceed against, the Northern Securities 
Company; by suggestions that the suc- 
cess in the Chicago tax case decision 
might ‘lead to some extra endeavor fur- 
ther to tax corporations ‘in this city, and 
by rumors of large gold exports’to be 
made to-morrow. 

And for.a.time this selling was not 
without effect, recessions, some = of ‘a 
point or more, appearing in many parts 
of the list. On the declines, however, 
some excellent buying appeared, and of 
a sudden -large buying orders, easily 
traceable to Standard Oil, Morgan, Van- 
derbilt, and Keene interests, appeared -in 
the market, and soon, under the lead of 
New York Central and Manhattan, -the 
market became actually buoyant. One 
after another important stocks were ad- 
vanced; and soon the entire list was 
moving up and up, much as it did on the 
bull days in the McKinley” boom. At 
first the shorts indertook to. fight the 
rise; but their efforts were of no avail. 
Prices went higher and higher, New York 
Central jumping 6 points and Manhattan 
5, while other important gains were: 
Lake Shore, 7%; Michigan Central, 10; 
American Sugar, 144; Atchison, 1%; But- 
falo, Rochester and Pittsburg, 2%; Mo- 
non, 1%; St. Paul, 144; Northwest, 1%; 
Rock Island, 1%; Big Four, 144; Con- 
solidated Gas, 1%; Delaware and Hud- 
son, 1%; Lackawanna, 2; International 
Silver preferred, . 34%; Louisville’ and 
Nashville, 1%; Missouri Pacific, 1%; 
Nickel Plate, 144; Pennsylvania, 1%; 
Texas Pacific, 1. 

On the other hand, the only stocks on 
the list to show a decline of a point or 
more each were Baltimore and Ohio 
preferred, which lost a point, and Chica- 
go and Eastern Illinois, with a loss of 
14%. These, however, are in no sense of 
the word significant, as they were 
brought about in each case by the trans- 
fer of 100 shares. 

The action of the market, which closed 
at practically the highest prices, is tak- 
en clearly. to indicate not only that the 
larger interests are favorable to higher 
prices, but that the greater part of the 
recent selling has been for the short ac- 
count. 

Apropos of the money situation a fa- 
vorable development yesterday was the 
announcement that nearly four millions 
of dollars in gold are on the way here 
from San Francisco, and that gold ex- 
ports to-marrow are by no means proba- 
ble, Yesterday’s highest call.rate was 
1% per cent., which is-14 of 1 per cent. 
below lately ruling prices, while most 
of the day's: loans were made at 4% per 
cent.

SAVINGS BANK INTEREST. 


Proposition Up Again to Reduce the 4 
Per Cent. Rate. 


Of the several large savings banks in this 
city which still pay 4 per cent. interest on 
their deposits a number have before them 
a proposition for simultaneous action to 
reduce their rate of interest to 3% per cent. 
An officer of the Bank for Savings said 
last night: . 

“‘ There is probably little doubt in the opin- 
ion of many that the banks which pay 4 
per cent. will sooner or later have to pay 


3% per cent., and the subject comes up in 
various ways periodically, There has not, 
however, been any decision reached by any 
number of banks to make a simultaneous 
reduction,”’ 

The chief banks which continue to pay 
4 per cent. interest are the Bank for Sav- 
ings, the Seaman’s Savings Bank, the East 
River Savings Institution, the Irving Sav- 
inks Bank, the Metropolitan Savings Bank, 
the. Bowery Savings Bank, and the Will- 
iamsburg Savings Bank. 

The near approach of the end of the year 
with the coming meeting of trustees is 
responsible, largely, for the revival of the 
discussion of the interest rate. 

President McMahon of the Emigrant In- 
dustrial Savings Bank and Superintendent 
of Bankin ilburn at the iast annual 
meeting of the State Savings Banks’ As- 
sociation took the position that if.a savings 
bank has not earned enough to pay its 
usual rate of dividends {t can hardly draw 
upon its surplus for this purpose. 


PETROLEUM EXCHANGE 
DELEGATION SEES PRESIDENT. 


Protest Made Against the War Revenue 
Tax on Stock Transactions. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—A delegation 
from the Consolidated Stock and Petroleum 
Exchange of New York, consisting of 
Frank D, Pavey, George C. Thomas, Rob- 
ert M. Jarvis, and Mortimer Wagar, Presi- 
ident of the Exchange, called on the Presi- 
dent to-day to protest against the further 
continuation of the war revenue tax upon 
stock transactions. They presented a brief 
embodying their objections to the tax, 
which they say is an especial burden upon 
‘*room traders,’’ costing them from $6,000 

to $50,000 per annum. 

They contend that the tax is class legis- 
lation and a tax upon enterprise and com- 
mercial activity. They did not ask the 
President to recommend the repeal of the 


tax in his message. Mr. Thomas is now 
making a test case of the question in the 
courts. 

The delegation later called on Secretary 
Gage at the Treasury Department. They 
represented that many of their members, 
while generally buying and selling for 
outside customers, were frequently com- 
pelled to buy and sell on their own ac- 
count, to keep prices steady and prevent 
too violent fluctuations. These purchases 
or sales were made among the brokers 
themselves, and they thought it unfair 
that such transactions should be taxed, as 
the amount of tax paid frequently repre- 
sented more than their profits. 

- The delegation left the Secretary with 
the impression that he was not only in 
favor of the repeal of this tax. but of all 
special taxes, on the ground that the re- 
turns from them were sma]] and their col- 
lection exceedingly vexatious, not only to 
the Government, but to the taxpayer.

DEVERY THINKS THEIR 
DISMISSAL UNJUST 


Sympathizes with Two ex-Detec- 
tives Who Seek Reinstatement. 


Case Will Be Submitted to the Corpora- 
tion Counsel — Ex-Policemen Also 
Want to be Taken Back. 


Four dismissed policemen took steps to } 


secure reinstatements at the close of the 
trials of delinquent members of the force, 
over which Deputy Commissioner Devery 
presided at Headquarters yesterday after- 
noon, and their unexpected appearance 
caused a stir in the trial room, especially 
among a number of policemen under sus- 
pension, there as spectators. 

Although Devery gave their cases careful 
attention, Commissioner Murphy said aft- 
erward that they had not been formally 
reopened by the department, and that he 
would not reopen them, but would 
over all the matter which developed at the 
hearing to the Corporation Counsel. 

Most time was devoted to the cases of 
Leroy Snyder and James Perkins, detec- 
tives in the West Twentieth Street Station, 
who were dismissed April 2, 1900, while un- 
der the command of Capt. Richard Walsh, 
on the charge of failing to report recovery 
of property. 

John I. Griger, a Western man, was 
robbed of a valuable gold watch in an 
Eighth Avenue resort on Dec. 23, 1899, and 
made certain allegations against the de- 
tectives, but the watch was recovered and 
is now in the custody of the department, 
waiting for the rightful owner to claim it. 
The fact of the recovery was noted in cer- 
tain of the station house books of record, 
but not on the blotter where it should have 
first been entered; and what is known as 
the ‘‘ Recovery Book,’’ where it should also 
have appeared, was mysteriously lost when 
application was made for it, The ex-de- 
tectives were represented before Devery 
vesterday by Daniel E. Lynch and Edward 
E. McCall, and testimony of Sergeants and 
others was taken to show that the men had 
made proper entries in the books to which 
they had access, and it evidently convinced 
Devery of the injustice of the dismissals, 
for he made the following speech: 

** These entries should come from the blot- 
, ter, and through the oversight of a Ser- 
; Seant—not that he meant to do it, but from 
: press of business—they were overlooked and 
closed out, and were put in a position so 
/ that he couldn’t make the entry. I think 
there’s been an oversight on the part of 
some Sergeant, and that those men’s posi- 
| tions have been put in jeopardy, and they 
have been dismissed from this department, 
in my opinion, on an oversight of the Ser- 
geant at the desk in some way, shape, or 
form connected with this case; and whoever 
that Sergeant might be, he should have 
stood up to the situation, and he’s the one 
that should have got a complaint, and not 
these men. No, so long as you’ve closed 
your case, I don’t want to go into it,. but 
simply make that statement now. These 
men, according to this application, were 
dismissed from this department without 
cause or provocation, and it shouldn’t have 
occurred; they shouldn’t have been de- 
prived of their positions without cause. 
Now, there’s nothing like standing up, 
man-fashion, in these things. Whoever that 
Sergeant was, he might have got a fine in 
that case. It don’t seem to me, according 
to those entries there, that either one of 
these officers intended to do anything 
wrong. The case was duly reported, the 
property was recovered, and it is still in the 
possession of this department. I don’t think 
there was any wrong intention in any way 
whatsoever on the part of the officers. 
Still, they have been deprived of their po- 
me and, I don't think, justly so. That's 
all. 

While Devery was speaking, Capt. Walsh 
showed a desire to interrupt, and twice at- 
tempted to rise, but was dragged back by 
the coattails by Sergts. Coffee and Cooper, 
who sat on either side of him. 

Policemen John C. Henderson and John 
H. Lilly were dismissed in 1898 on charges 
of bribery. They were tried and acquitted 
by a jury of the charge, and, through coun- 
sel, presented a printed report of the whole 
case. 

““You had better submit a brief touching 
on this case as soon as possible,” said 
Devery. “ Better put in Monday.” 

This remark Jed some of those present to 
belleve that it is the intention of the out- 
gcaing administration to reinstate as many 
dismissed members of the police force as 
possible while it has the power to do so. 


RAN FOR OFFICE UNKNOWINGLY. 


Voted Against Himself and Did Not 
Know He Was a Candidate Un- 
til Summoned to Court. 

“ Doctor ” David Doran, who at the re- 
cent election was a candidate on the Pro- 
hibition ticket for the Assembly in the 
Twenty-fourth District, was before Magis- 
trate Zeller, in the Centre Street Court. 
He had been summoned for not filing, as 
required by law, an itemized account of 
money expended for election expenses. It 
developed that he did not know he was a 
candidate and that he was not a doctor. 
‘When asked why he had not filed a list of 
dhis expenses as a candidate, he replied: 

“This is the first intimation I have had 
that I was a candidate. I was not notified 
jof any candidacy, and I am not a Pro- 
‘hibitionist. Neither am I a doctor, but the 
§anitor of the Bethlehem Baptist Mission, 
ft Sixtieth Street and First Avenue.” 

“Did you vote at the last election?” 
‘esked the Magistrate. 

“Yes, I voted, but I did not vote the 
Prohibition ticket, and hence I voted 
against myself without knowing it.’ 

e was asked what ticket he had voted, 
but this question he declined to answer. 
he Magistrate finally told him to go to 
the County Clerk’s office and fill out an 
affidavit. He replied that he had not the 
slightest idea where the office of County 
Clerk was. He was shown, and. then 
did not know how to fill in the blank, so 
returned and was aided by Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney O’Connor. .The affidavit as 
sworn to reads: ! 

I, David Doran, a candidate voted for at the 
general election held in the State and County of.

$12,000 FOR BOY’S DEATH. 


Father Gets a Verdict Against Metro- 
politan Street Railway Company. 

A verdict of £12,000 for the death of 
twelve-year-old John McDonald was award- 
ed by a jury before Justice Gildersleeve 
against the Metropolitan Street Railway 
Company yesterday in favor of the boy's 
father, Charles McDonald. The boy was 
crossing Broadway at Thirty-ninth Street 
one afternoon in December, 1895, and fell 
across the tracks. Before he could pick 
himself up he was run down by a car and 


The trial yesterday, which resulted in the 

$12,000 verdict, is the third that has been 
heard in the Supreme Court. The first trial 
was in 1897, before Justice McAdam, and 
resulted in a disagreement. The second 
trial was before Justice Scott. The jury 
then brought in a verdict for $5,000 dam- 
ages, but as the jury had failed to report 
on certain questions submitted to it by the 
court, Justice Scott set aside the verdict. 
Mooney & Shipman of 15 Wall Street, coun- 
sel for the plaintiff, then appealed to thc 
Appellate Division, and that court unani- 
mously affirmed the judgment of the lower 
court and would srant no appeal. 
, The plaintiff's counsel then went to the 
Chief Judge of the Court of Appeals and 
secured a certificate for a new trial. The 
securing of the certificate for a new trial 
‘from the Chief Jydge of the Court of Ap- 
peals was almost without precedent in ac- 
cident cases and unysual in od case where 
the Appellate Division had refused an ap- 
peal. 
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| ARGUMENTS FOR MOLINEUX. 


Reasons for the Quashing of the Indict- 


ment Advanced by His Counsel. 

Ex-Gov. Frank 8S. Black and Weeks, Bat- 
tle & Marshall, as attorneys for Roland B. 
Molineux, who is charged with the, murder 
of Katherine J. Adams on Dec. 28, 1898, 
served upon the District Attorney yester- 
day their brief in the argument made last 
week for the dismissal of the indictment 
against Molineux and an inspection of the 
minutes of the Grand Jury which found the 
indictment against him. 

The brief covers sixty-five printed pages 
and gives four reasons which they declare 
are sufficient to warrant the granting of 
their petition. It is contended that the 
court has the power to entertain the ap- 
plication; that the motion to quash the in- 
dictment should be granted; that the in- 
dictment should be set aside for the reason 
that illegal testimony prejudicial to de- 
fendant was adduced before the Grand 
Jury, and that there was not sufficient 
legal testimony to support the indictment. 

Under the first point made it is argued 
that the court has the right to grant an 


inspection of the minutes of the Grand Jury 
and is not precluded from doing so by the 
action of Judge Blanchard in denying a 
similar motion, because the two motions 
were made under wholly different condi- 
tions. It is also argued that Molineux never 
had an opportunity for a fair and impartial 
examination before a committing Magis- 
trate, and that it was manifestly unjust, in 
so important a case, to deny the attorneys 
for the defense access to the minutes. 

The main point, however, on which they 
hang their plea for the dismissal of the,in- 
dictment bears on the admission of the 
‘* Barnett’ letters before the Grand Jury. 
In support of this plea they cite Judge 
Weiner’'s ruling to the effect that none of 
the evidence tending to prove the poisoning 
of Barnett was admissible as evidence to 
prove the murder of Mrs. Adams, and that 
the letters were undoubtedly admitted in 
the first instance to prove that Molineux 
had killed Barnett, which contention is sus- 
tained in the opinion handed down by the 
Court of Appeals. Other instances are also 
cited in support of the theory that any 
evidence is inadmissible which will tend to 
prove a defendant guilty of another crime, 
and that the. ‘‘ Barnett’ letters tend to 
prove that Molineux was also guilty of 
forgery. 


H. H. VREELAND’S DISCLAIMER. 


Knows Nothing of the Discharge of Met- 
ropolitan Employes for Disobeying 
Alleged Political Order. 
President Vreeland of the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Company declared yester- 
day that he knew nothing of the alleged 
discharge of some employes in the con- 
struction department for not having obeyed 
the alleged orders of the company’s repre- 
sentatives to vote against Justice Jerome. 
The charge that the Metropolitan Street 
Railway was coercing its employes to vote 
against the Justice was first made by Capt. 
F. Norton Goddard, the Republican ieader 
of the Twentieth Assembly District, a few 
days before the eiection of Nov. 5, when he 
accused Roundsman Coleman and George 
Morrissey, his assistant, of having pro- 
mulgated orders of the company to vote 
against Mr. Jerome. : 
On Nov. 2 THE NEW YorK TIMES printed 
an interview with George Morrissey, in 
which he stated that he had been instructed 
to order the men under him to vote against 
Jerome. On Nov. 3, in a svneech before 
conductors and motormen of the .Metro- 
politan Company, President Vreeland de- 
clared thet he had never coerced an em- 
ploye, but later he explained to the re- 
porters that he did not consider the labor- 
ers in the construction department as em- 

ployes of the road. 

On Wednesday last Capt. Goddard made 
public the names of the men who had actu- 
ally been discharged and the causes to 
which they ascribed their discharge. 

When this statement! was shown to Mr. 
Vreeland he said: 

‘IT don’t know any of these men, either 
by name or otherwise. I don't know cither 
Morrissey or Coleman. These men are en- 
gaged only temporarily by the Superintend- 
ent of construction or by a foreman, and 
their number is constantly changing, ac- 
cording to the needs of the company. We 
discharge and hire such men every day 
without asking them for references. We 
don’t want to know all about them as we 
do about the conductors and motormen. 
Four months ago we had 6,000 of them at 
work. Now I don’t believe there are a 
thousand of them. But aside from that 
no such order was issued by the company 
or any of its authorized representatives or 
officials. If eny regular man has been 
discharged within two *vears for political 
reasons let him come forward and say so.” 


INTENDED REVOLUTION CRUSHED. 


Venezuelan Cable Says Arrest of Lead- 
* ers Prevented It. 


Gonzales Esteves, Consul General of 
Venezuela at New York, received the fol- 
lowing cablegram yesterday from Caracas 
from Torres Cardenas, General Secretary of 
the Republic: 

“The revolution headed by Gen. Matos, 
which was ready to break out, has been 
crushed and its leaders are now in jail. 
Country enjoys peace.” 


LEGAL NOTES. 


Usp or Firm NAME AFTER PARTNERSHIP 
Disso_uTion.—After the dissolution of the 
firm of Aronson, Feltenstein & Joffe 
by the withdrawal of the senior member, 
the two remaining partners continued to 
display the old firm sign over their store, 
notwithStanding that the dissolution agree- 
ment provided ‘that the said firm name 
* * * shall and will be discontinued, and 
neither of the parties thereto will use it 
hereafter except for the purpose of this 
dissolution and the collection of the said 
firm’s outstanding accounts.”’ In an action 
by the senior member to restrain the use 
by the remaining members of the firm of 
his name in partnership designation, Jus- 
tice Leventritt has granted an injunction. 
He says, referring to the agreement not to 
use the old firm name: ‘ The defendants 
have thus stipulated away whatever rights 
they might otherwise have had at common 
law or under our statutes, and must hold 
themselves to the letter of their agreement. 
Both the complaint and plaintiff's affidavit 
contain in addition to the agreement set 
forth an undenied allegation of a precise 
promise on the part of the defendants to 
remove the plaintiff's name from the two 
signs. It cannot be said that either the 

urposes of dissolution or the collection of 
outstanding accounts require the continued 
display of the plaintiff's name. It is diffi- 
cult to see how liquidation would be facili- 
tated by continuing the name of the retir- 
ing member prominently exhibited on the 
front of the building. The inference is rea- 
sonable from the answering affidavits that 
the majority of the old firm customers were 
from out of town, who made remitances 
by mail. The defendants offer no sufficient 
reason bringing themselves within the 
quoted clause of the agreement. The plain- 
tiff, on the other hand, has gone into a 
similar line of business elsewhere, and as- 
serts prejudicial consequences to him from 
a violation of the agreement.”’

WHEN CHATTEL MORTGAGE Not FILED Is 
VaLip—Charles W. Mayer began,a manu- 
facturing business in December, 1896, with 
$75. To secure an increase of capital he 
made an arrangement with Samuel V. 
Pryor by which the latter was to advance 
him certain sums of money, not exceeding 
$2,000, and take as security a chattel mort- 
gage on the machinery, fixtures, patents, 
&c., of the business. The chattel mortgage 
was not filed as required by law, but at the 
time of its execution and delivery the 
parties did certain acts indicating an inten- 


tion to transfer the possession of the prop- 
erty from the mortgageor to the mortgagee. 
Mr. Pryor, on Jan. 26, 1897, delivered the 
roperty covered by the mortgage to the 
Bheriff to be sold for the benefit of Mr. 
This was done with the latter's 
consent. In an action acought by J. War- 
rant Castleman, om behalf of judgment 
creditors, against Mr. Mayer to reach the 
proceeds of the mortgage sale, the Court of 
Appeals, in affirming a judgment of the 
Appellate Division which sustained a find- 
ing for the defendent, holds that the mort- 
gage must be held to be valid and not void 
as against the existing creditors of the 
mortgageor, it eppearing that the proceeds 
of the sale by the Sheriff had been turned 
over to the mortgagee before the rendition 
of the judgments on which this action was 
based. A finding by the trial court that 
there was a transfer to the mortgagee, 
and affirmed by the Appellate Division, 
is held not open to debate in the Court of 


Appeals.

CUBAN BUSINESS MEN 
FAVOR ANNEXATION 


President Gamba Says Ninety Per 
Cent. Want Island Annexed. 


We fill orders 
by mail. 


Its Fate, A. J. Harrison Believes, Will 
Depend on the Result of the 
Coming Election There. 


Francisco Gamba, President of the Cuban 
commission sent by the merchants’, busi- 
ness mén’s, and agricultural associations of 
Cuba to the United States with petitions 
for the improvement of the trade relations 
between the two countries, was seen last 
night at the Hoffman House. When asked 
if it was his opinion that*the United States 
should annex Cuba, he said: 

‘“‘As a member of this commission, repre- 
senting all Glasses and political parties of 
Cuba, I do not feel myself at liberty to ex- 
press an individual opinion. But, were you 
to say that 90 per cent. of the business peo- 
ple and property holders of Cuba favored 
annexation you would be correct. 

“Do I think proper trade relations can 
exist without annexation? Well, that, too, 
is politics. Our petition to the United 
States Government has been published. 
Everybody knows its sense. We are pre- 
pared to modify it, but just what way I 
cannot say until we have seen President 
Roosevelt Monday next. It would be a 
breach of courtesy to do so, we being 
sent officially to him. 

“It is generally understood that If the 
candidate of the business men, Palma, is 
elected President next month then anexa- 
tion will be favored by our government. 
Otherwise not. I cannot say what will be 
the result of that election, because until 
the present time the wealthy class has 
held aloof from politics, and so no poll can 


be predicted of their “probable vote. 

“You can say that the wealthy Spaniards 
of Cuba, who compose the majority of the 
property holders, want to trade with the 
United States, and it will pay the United 
States to trade with them. Last year the 
export trade of Cuba was $85,000,000, 90 
per cent. of which went to the United 
States. Don’t those figures talk?” 


CUBA’S ELECTION FATEFUL. 


A. J.‘Harrison Thinks the Annexation of 


the Island Depends Upon Its Result. 

A. J. Harrison of New York, General 
Manager of the Iron Boat Company, who 
returned lately from Cuba with the Cuban 
Commission, believes that annexation is 
the. only solution to Cuba’s trade stagna- 
tion. He said yesterday: 

“The interview with Street Commission- 
er Lucien Young printed in Tue Times 
this morning gives an exact statement of 
the situation. The thinking and property 
owning persons of Cuba are in, favor of 
annexation. Only the ignorant and the 
politicians are against it. The Presidential 


election of next month- will decide the 
course which Cuba will pursue. 

“If Palma is elected, then annexation is 
certain, if the Cuban people’s wishes are 
carried out. If Massi, the negroes’ can- 
didate, is elected, then annexation will be 
peceee. In other words, the election of 
Palma will show the proportion of honest, 
intelligent people in the island. y, even 
the Spanish population, which largely con- 
trols the property of the island, want to 
be annexed to the United States. 

“Cuba offers splendid . attractions for 
capital, but capital will not go there until 
a stable government is formed.”’ 


NOT TO RUSH CLAIMS. 


What Controller Coler Says of the Busi- 
ness in His Office. 


Controller Coler announced yesterday 
that he did not intend to rush matters 
through his office between now and Jan. 1, 
and that contractors and all others having 
claims against the city might jugt as well 
stay away and not try to use political or 
other influence to have their bills audited 
before the present administration goes out, 
Controller Coler said: ; 
* “T just want to notify all people interest- 
ed in these matters that it will be useless 
to try and hurry claims through this office. 
All the. claims against the city will be au- 
dited in the usual orderly and careful man- 
ner, and no rush of claims will be allowed 
between now and Jan. 1, no matter what 
pressure is brought to bear by the claim- 
ants. All bills which cannot be audited in 
the regular routine of business before 
Jan. 1 will be turned over to Controller 
Grout to handle as he sees fit.

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SAYS ELEVATED EXTENSION 
PLAN WON’T BE “ RUSHED.” 


Commissioner Shea Declares It Will Be 
Considered “In Broad Daylight” 
by Board of Estimate. 


The report was circulated yesterday that 
the Board of Estimate at the next meeting 
was going to put through a plan for the 
building of an elevated structure from the 
present terminal of the Brooklyn Bridge 
down Park Row to Vesey Street, across to 
the Hudson River, and by a long loop up 
Centre Street to Canal Street, connecting 
with the terminals of East River Bridges 
Nos. 2 and 3.. Bridge Commissioner Shea 
said to a reporter for THE NEw YorK TIMES 
last evening: 

“The proposed elevated structure through 
Park: Row to Vesey Street and up to Canal 
Street was one of the plans reported by 
the commission of experts appointed to ex- 
amine into the terminal arrangements at 
the New York end and to devise plans for 
relieving the crush during the morning 
and evening hours. There were other plans 
proposed. ‘ 

“ Now, the report of this board of ex- 
perts, of which Engineer Prout was a mem- 
ber, was referred by me to Chief Engineer 
Martin, for him to make a supplemental 
report. Chief. Engineer Martin has not 
completed thig report, and I doubt whether 
it will be completed before Jan. 1. If it is 
it will be my duty to transmit alt the plans 
proposed by the experts for the betterment 
of traffic arrangements to the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment. Everything 
will be done in broad daylight. There can’t 
be any ‘rushing through’ of a pian of this 
kind. The Board of Estimate will have to 
consider all the plans in public. 

“If a plan for improving the terminal 
facilities fs approved by the Board of Esti- 
mate, the city will not be put to any ex- 
pense and there will be no tear of this im- 
provement interfering with the debt limit. 
The railroad companies will have to ar- 
range to pay for the improvement, and a 
sinking fund will have to be created to pay 
for the work.” 

‘*Do you favor any plan?’ was asked. 

**No; but it would make no difference if 
I did. The matter will have to be decided 
by the Board of Estimate.” 

Commissioner Shea said that he was cer- 
tain that Controller Coler would see that 
the fullest publicity was given to any plan 
for improving the terminal facilities and 
that no plan would be submitted on one day 
and put through the next. 

Controller Coler declared last evening 
that any plan for the improvement of the 
terminals at the New ork end of the 
Bridge would be carefully considered be- 
fore adoption. 

‘While I believe in improving the ap- 
proaches to the present Bridge in order to 
relieve congestion,’’ he said, * still I think 
it would be disastrous at this time to enter 
into any elaborate or costly undertaking 
for an elevated system on the Manhattan 
side of the Bridge which would have the 
effect of creating only a further congestion 
on the Bridge, which now has on it all that 
it Nes stand, both in the way of freight and 
traffic.”’ 

Controller Coler said that the appropria- 
tion of morey for the elevated system in 
New York would mean a delay to the 
plans for the extension of the rapid transit 
tunnel to Brooklyn.

DR. BURGESS WILL ACCEPT. 


His Elevation to the Episcopate a Sur- 
prise to Him—The Brooklyn 


Clergy Praise Him. 

The Rey. Dr. Frederick Burgess, rector of 
Grace Church, on the Heights, Brooklyn, 
who has been elected Bishop of the Long 
Island Diocese of the Episcopal Church, 
said yesterday that he would’ accept the 
Bishopric. 

The election of Dr. Burgess as the suc- 
cessor of Bishop Littlejohn was a surprise 
both to himself and the other members 
of the clergy in the diocese. The senti- 
ment expressed, however, by Episcopal 
clergymen in Brooklyn was that the con- 
vention had made an excellent choice. ‘The 
opinion was also expressed that Dr. Bur- 
gess would prove as successful as the late 
Bishop Littlejohn in preventing contro- 
versies in the diocese. 

Dr. Burgess was in a very happy frame 
of mind when seen yesterday at his home, 
53 Remsen Street. 

‘*My election,’’ he said, ‘‘ was certainly 
a surprise to me. I had no thought that 
I would be chosen Bishop.. But I will not 
be Bishop for some months yet, and I can- 
not say new what I will do.”’ 

The new Bishop-elect of Long Island is 
forty-eight years old. He was born at 
Providence, R. I., and attended school there. 
He was graduated from Brown University 
in 1873. He then studied at Oxford for a 
year and later was graduated from the 
General Theological Seminary. His first 


charge as rector was that of St. Mark’s 
Church, Mendham, N. J., where he re- 
mained one year. Following that he was at 
Grace Church, Amherst, Mass., for five 
years; Christ Church, Pomfret, Conn., six 
years; St. Asaph’'s Church, Bala, Penn., 
seven years, and Christ Church, Detroit, 
two years. 

Dr. Burgess came to Brooklyn as the 
rector of Grace Church nearly four years 
ago. He succeeded the Rev. Dr. Chauncey 
B. Brewster. He is a widower, his wife 
having died about seven years ago. He 
has four children, all sons. 

The Rev. Dr. 8S. D. McConnell of Holy 
Trinity said of Dr. Burgess’s election yes- 
terday: 

‘‘ Dr. Burgess will receive the united sup- 
port of the churches of this diocese, and I 
elieve that the work of the diocese will go 
forward under his guidance.”’ 

The Rev. Dr. J. H. Darlington of Chrust 
Church, in the Hastern District, said: 

‘“‘I believe that Dr. Burgess will make a 
very good Bishop indeed. e will, I believe, 
have a very successful administration.’’ 

the Rev. Dr. H. C. Swentzel of St. Luke’s 
said: 

‘** Dr. Burgess is a sound Churchman, and 
a man of ability. He will receive the united 
support of Churchmen throughout the dio- 
cese.”’
